1 wife threatened with an Invafion 
from France* and all Denomina- 
tions of People are cxpreffing, 
with the warmeft Zeal and Affeftion, their jult 
Abhorrence of fuch an infolent and daring At- 
tempt, perhaps it will not be thought unfeafon- 
able to bring to the View of the prefent Times, 
that Part of the Transitions of the pafi, which 
relates to the Birth of the Perfon, in Favour of 
whom we have already Teen fome Exertions of 
the G^IUck Power, by Fleets and Embarka- 
tion^ in order to iupport his imagined Right 
to the Briiijb Dominions. 

Certainly, if we confider for whom it is a 

free People are to be enflared ; for whom it is 

the Proteftant Religion is to be fubverted ; for 

whom it is this Country is to be made the Seat 

B of 
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of Ravage and Deftruftion ; our Indignation 
muft rife in Proportion to the Iniquity of the 
Defign ; and, it is to be hoped, will operate 
to the Confufion of a Caufe, that is big with 
every Calamity, which can pofllbly befall So- 
ciety. * 

The Enquiry that was to have been made into 
this memorable Birth, by the Convention-Par-

it completely attempted by others fince, tho% 
mod certainly, a Subject that was produdive 
of fo much Triumph and Pannick to two Parts 
of the Nation, and of Ridicule to the reft, well 
deferved that it ihould be compiled, fo as to 
give one comprehenfive, yet concife View of 
the whole of that myflerious Bufinefs. It has 
been a Subjeft, that has exercised the Pens of a 
great Number of Writers, and yet it is but very 
little underftood ; which will feem the lefs fur- 
prizing, if it be confider'd, that every Reader 
will not be at the Pains to confult the 'arious 
Accounts, as they lie fcatter'd in our Hiftories, 
State-Trafts, Pamphlets, and other Authorities ; 
whereas, by bringing the whole Evidences />r* 
and con together, it will not only excite our 
Curiofity the ftrongcr, but likewife, by being 

at 
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at an eafy Expence, it has a Chance of a more 
genera! Sale, and consequently of falling into 
a greater Number of Hands, which, at this 
Jtm&ure, it is apprehended, will not be any 
Diflervice to the Common Caufe. 

As therefore it is a Matter of fuch Impor- 
tance in its Confcquences, and more efpecially 
as the Circumftances of the Times feem to con- 
fpire with our Undertaking, we attempt it 
the more c hear fully, and have fpared no Pains 
td- render our Account compleat 5 at the fame

Thankfgiving, and folemo Prayer fliould 
be offered up to God on this Occafion, in * 
Form of Prayer.* and Religious Service, tp be 
prepared by the Lords, the BiGaops of Dur- 
bam, Rockefter, and Peterborough. 9 
Accordingly thefe three Bifhops, w^o cpnr 
tinued to aft in the room of the fufpended 
Bifhop of London* drew up a Form of IThankf? 
giving and Prayer j in which Form, the fatlowr 
ing Expreffions in one of the Prayers hare been 
particularly remeiflber'd and refleded upon ; 
* IJlefied be that good Providences, which 
has vouch fafed us frefh Hopes of Royal Iflup 
by our gracious Queen Mary. Strengthen 
her, we befeech thee, and perfect what thou 
haft begun : Command thy Holy Angels to 
watch over her continually, and defend her 
from all Dangers, and evil Accidents,. tha£ 
what fhe has conceiv'd may be happily 
brought forth, to the Joy of oyr Sovereign 
Lord the King, the further Eftablifhmcnt of 
his Crown, the Happinefs and Welfare of 
the whole Kingdom, and the Glory of thy 
great Name, ' fcf*. 
The furprizing Rapidity $i\d §uccefs with 
which . King James had hitherto carry -4 hi? 
pefigns on the Religioq and Liberties of this 

Country, 
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QouAtjy* were fiich, «v had throwa the Pre* 
ttfanps into a Kind of Defpondency \ and the 
gnly Remedy that feem'd to be left, was the 
Jprincefs of Qrange> prefiUBf tivc Heir of the 
Crown ; who, like another Elizabeth^ would 
reft ore Things, they hopqd, to their former 
State, when (he flioukl afcend the Throne : But 
this Piece of Ncups ftruck a Damp on their 
flattering Expeftations ; as it ferved greatly to 
elevate the Roman Catholicki> who were ib tranfr 
ported on this Occasion, that they even began 
to debate the Queftion, Whether a Daughter, 
born fince the King's Advancement to the 
Throne, ought not to take Place of the Princefe 
of Orange* born while he was Duke of Tork / 
Bui; this Queftion was very needlefs : Every one 
was perluaded, the Paptfts through Hope, and 
the Prjolejiants through Fear, that the Queen 
would be deliver'd^of a Prince. It is very cerr Sufpiciont 
tain, the Proteftants from this Time began to about tb§ 
form Sufpicions about her Pregnancy. Tbi% Prt ^ nmuy ' 
appeared in feveral Pamphlets, Ballads and 
Lampoons, difpers'd through London, fame of 
which were even dropp'd ia Whitehall. Hither* 
to the fole Foundation of the Sufpicion, that 
the Queen's Pregnancy was a Cheat, confided 
in her having been fo many Years Childlds : 
But this Foundation was tpo weak to prove the 
Certainty of an Impofture. It was not impo£- 
iit>le for the Queen to be with Child \ but, on 
the other hand, neither was it impoflible that 
the Queen fliould be willing, to fuppofe an Heir. ' 

The 
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The extreme Zeal of the Queen, and of mod of 
their Councilors and Confidents, for their Re- 
ligion, rendered fuch a Sufpicion plaufible to 
the Proteftants. Hiftorians have recorded the 
like Impofturcs, as in Spain, and in England 
kfelf, where it is pretended, that Queen Mary, 
to deprive her Sifter Elizabeth of the Succeflion, 
would have fuppofed an Heir, had not her Huf- 
band King Philip prevented it. For this Rea- 
mpn fon, the Story of Queen Mary's Sham-Concep- 
*A*rfs tion, as deliver'd by Fox, was reprinted and dif- 
cZnettio P ers ^ through the Kingdom, with this Title j 
refrhted. Idem Iterum ; or, Queen Mary's hig Belly. 
Another Caufe, which contributed greatly to 
corroborate this Sufpicion, was the Indifcretion 
of fome Jefuits, whopubhfh'd, That (he would 
certainly be deliverM of a Prince. They pre- 
tended too, that this Conception was miracu- 
lous, and the Effeft of a Solemn Petition, 
which the late deceas'd Dutchefs ofModena had 
put up in Heaven to the Blefled Virgin Mary, 
or of a Vow the Queen had made to our Lady 
of Loretto, with the Prefent of a golden Image, 
enrich'd with Precious Stones. As on Pretence, 
that the Queen had been feveral Years Childlefs, 
her Pregnancy could not be deem'd fupernatu- 
ral, there was no Neceflity to afcribe it to a 
Miracle, of which there could be no Certainty : 
So this needlefs Precaution ferv'd only to con- 
firm the Sufpicion. It was further obferv'd, that 
when the Church of Rome had any grand Villainy 
to perpetrate, there were always fuch Fopperies 

fet 
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fet on foot, and even more than were ufual at 
other Times ; and as often as (he had Recourfe 
to them, io certain did fome great Event hap- 
pen afterwards. It was afked therefore, if in 
the whole Series of the Queen's Life (he had 
never done thofe Things, for what Reafon (he 
went about them then ? And why not eight or 
nine Years before, or when (he firft came to 
the Crown ? 

The Queen's Pregnancy, notwithftanding Addreffes 
thefe Jealoufies, produced many congratulatory u t°* Um 
Addreffes. Some of thefe carry'd their Com- 
pliments and Flattery to the laft Excefs. This 
is no Wonder ; moft of the Lords Lieutenants, 
Juftices, and Magiftrates of the Towns, being 
devoted to the King, it was not difficult for 
them to perfwade the Corporations, that thefe 
Congratulations to the King were the juft Tri- , 
bute of their Duty. This being once inculcated, 
they drew up the Addrefs themfelves, and pro- 
cured (uch Subfcriptions as they thought proper, 
thereby caufing the Corporations to fay what . 
they pleas'd. Were Addreffes to be confiderM 
as containing the real Sentiments of the People, 
it might be faid, that the whole Nation was 
tranfported with Joy, through the Hopes of a 
Popifti Succeffor. 

The Carlifle and Scarborough Addreffes were 
thofe that made the greateft Noife, and which, 
for their Singularity, defervc a Place in this 
Account. That of Carlifle runs thus : 4 They That fro* 
c thank'd the King for having eftablifli'd a Cafliflc - 

4 Liberty 
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* L&ttty of Confcience % and a Royal Army ; an 

* Army*, which they were convinced, whatever 
€ the Tekelites might fay, or think of it, was 
c undoubtedly for the Honour and Security of 

* the Nation. They promis'd to ele& iuch

* never any ways declared in Favour of fuch

c a Bleffing than a Prince of Wales •, that we

Wales. Qpeftion, and of the Perfon, who, during the 

Life of his Father, was known by the Name- 

of the Prince of Wales, and fince his Death, by 

that of the Pretender and the Chevalier. He 

was born on Trinity-Sunday, the Tenth of June* 

1 68 8, between Nine and Ten in the Morning* 

The News of the Queen's Delivery was an 

f Occafion of Triumph to . the Papifls, but of 

Aftonifh- 
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Aftonifhment and Terror to th$ Prot$ants 9 ^ 
who faw their Hopes defeated, that their Mis- 
fortunes would end with the Death of the King. 
On the fame Day, the King not only ordered 
the Lord Mayor to caufe Bonefires, and other 
Publick Rejoicings to be made, but publifli'd 
a Proclamation, « That it having pleafed Al- a Procla- 

* mighty God, of his great and continued ma { ion u P m 

* Mercy to his Majefty and his Kingdoms, to** 

* blefs him, and his Royal Confort the Queen 

* with a Son, and thefe his Kingdoms and Do- 

* minions with a' Prince, his Majefty thought 

* fit to appoint a Time pf Publick Tbankfgiving 

* for fo great a Bleffing, on Sunday * June the 

* Seventeenth, within the Cities of London and 

* Wejlminfttr ; and on July the Firft in all 
c other Places. And for this Purpofe his 
4 Majefty had fignify'd his Royal Pleafure 
c to Thomas , Lord Bifhop of Rocbefter, to 
4 prepare a Form ot Religious Service and 
4 Publick Thaakfgiving, fuitable to the Qc- 

* cafion/ 

Thefe Days were foIemnizM with extraor- Rtjoici^$ 
dinary Rejoicings by the Popjh Party j b\xt about it. 
the Protefiants were, for the moft Parr, fiient 
and referv'd, as doubting the Fad, and dread- 
ing the Confequence. His Majefty, to exprefa 
his Satisfa&ion, was pleas'd, by the Qucen*s 
Bed-fide, foon after the Delivery, to confer the 
« Honour of Knighthood upon Dr. William 

* Waldegravt) her Majefty's Phyfician, for his 
' Skill and particular Services to hqr Majefty. 

C 2 And 
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«»And the King, farther to fhew his Exultation r 
beftow'd great Prefents upon feveral of his 
Minifters, and gave confiderable Charities to 
the Poor, both Natives and Foreigners : And 
laftly, the Birth of a Royal Son, which the 
Papijls continued to call miraculous, produced 
a new Set of loyal Addrtfles, tho* not fo ful- 
fome as the former. Congratulations likewife 
were fent from thePrinde-and Princefs oi Orange, 
who order'd the Prince of Walts to be prayM 
for in her Chapel. The naming him, upon its 
having been taken amifs in England, was after- 
wards difcontinu'd ; and then the Prince, upon 
Motives of Policy, order'd him to be again 
named in the Prayers. 

But this Event, which was expefted would 
have fix'd the King more firmly on the Throne, 
prov'd one, among others, which contributed 
to his Fall. The Protejiants had pretty pa- 
tiently borne with a t Popifh Prince on the Throne, 
in Expc&ation of a Protectant Succeffor -, but 
their Hopes were now fruftrated by the Birth of 
a Prince of Wales, who being to be brought up 
in the Romifh Perfwafion, would, undoubtedly, 
foon, or late, attempt tp mak&Tbat the na- 
tional Religion. This Confideration greatly 
advanced the Intereft of the Prince of Qrange, 
and increafed the Number of his Friends : The 
Protejiants and Dijfenters foon after concurring 
to fend him over an Invitation inForpt, figned 
by a great Number of fpirituaj and temporal 
Lords, and by many Gentlemen and Subjects 
of all Ranks. In 
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In the mean Time, the Doubts of the. Na* 
tion greatly increafed concerning his Birth, and 
Was produdtive of fuch infinite Arguments, 
Opinions and Conje&yres, that it will require 
fome fmall Judgment to digeft them with any 
tolerable Perfpicuity. 

There arp three Opinions concerning the real, Sundry 
pr pretended Birth of the Prince of Wales. °£^3 n 
The Firft is -, That the Queen was not with to BirtL 
Child, when fhe pretended to be fo ; and that 
at the Time of her pretended Delivery, a Son 
was fuppofed, as being born of her. 

The Sepond is ; That flic was really with 
Child * but that, having the Misfortune of a 
JMifcarriage, (he continij'd ftill to, feign herfelf 
big, and at lad fqppos'd, or caus'd to be fup- 
pos'd, a Child born of her Body ; and that this 
Child dying fhortly after, another w^s fubfti- 
tuted in his Room ; and to this, dying feven 
Weeks after* lucceeded another Child. 

The third Opinion is, That the Queen was 
really with Child, and deliver'd the Tenth of 
June of a Son, the fame, who is fince call'd the 
Pretender* and is now at Rome. 

In Confirmation of the firft of thefe Qpini- 
nions it is alledg'd ; tft 9 That the King, for 
certain Reafons, was become inpapable of Chil- 
dren : 2 d, That thp Queen had been feven 
Years without being with Child : 3 d 9 That 
now fhe had never a conftant Reckoning : 
• 4/6, That her Delivery was fudden, and im- 
mediately after the removipg of her Lodgings : 

51b, That 
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$th* That it was on a Sunday Morning, when 
all the Proteftant Court Ladies were at Church ; 
6tb* That neither the Princefs Anne of Den- 
mark* the Archbifhop of Canterbury* nor the 
Dutch Ambaffador, were prefent at her Labour, 
tho* they were the three Perfons who ought 
principally to have fcieen there, yth* That du- 
ring the Labour, her Bed was not left fo open 
as it fhould have been. Sib* That while fhe 
went with Child, flie never fatisfy'd the Prin- 
cefs Anne* and many Proteftant Ladies about 
her, of her Bignefs, either by letting them feel 
her Belly, or fee her Breads, gtb* Neither did 
fhe fhew the Princefs any of her Milk after her 
Lying-in, lotb* That during her Labour, a 
Warming- Pan was brought into the Room, 
tho* the Weather was extreme hot, and the 
Room heated by a vaft Crowd of People. 
Laftly* It was alledg'd, that tho' the King, 
Queen and Cburtiers fufficiently knew, before 
the Delivery, that the Nation fufpe&ed an Im- 
pofture, they did notufe thofe Precautions they 
might and ought to have done in fuch a Cafe ; 
and inftead of putting it beyond all Poffibility 
of Doubt, they left fo many Marks of Sufpi* 
cion, as caufed endlefs Doubts and Difputes \ 
infomuch, that fome Roman Catholicks them- 
felves own'd, that fo important an Affair had 
been managed with great Supnenefs and Impru- 
dence.

* Circumftances that feem'd to render his Birth 
c fufpicious, that the Nation in general were in- 
c clinable to believe, that this was the laft Ef- 
c : fort of the Party to accomplifh our Ruin/ 

Bifhop Burnet is more circumftantial in his 
Account of this Affair.

* count of all that related to it, as I could ga- 
c ther up, either at that Time, or afterwards. 

* The Queen had been for fix or feven Years 
€ in fuch an ill State of Health, that every Win- 
c ter brought her very near her Death. Thofe 
«* about her feem'd well afiur'd, that fhe, who 

* had buried all her Children loon after they 
c were born, and had now for feveral Years 
« ceas'd bearing, would have no more Chit- 
< dren. Her own Priefts apprehended it, and 

* feem'd to wifh for her Death. She had great 

* and 
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ahd frequent Diftempters, that returned dftcri* 
which put all People out ot their Hopes, eft 
Fears of her having any Children. Her Spi- 
rits were now much on the Fret ; ihe was 
eager in the ProfeCution of all the King's 
Defignfc : The Lady Dorcbefter was come 
back from Ire/and, and the King went often 
to her. She had another Mortification too ? 
FitZ'JameSi the King's Son, was tftade Duke 
of Berwick. 

* In September ', the formed Year, the Queen 
went to the Bath, Where the King came and 
faw her, ahd ftay'd a few Days with her. She: 
after that purfued a full Courfe of bathing ; 
and having refolved to return at the End of 
September, an Acdident took her to which the 
Sex is fubjeft ; and that made her flay there 
a Week longer. She came to Windforon the 
6th of October. It was faid, that at the very 
Time of her coming to the King, her Mo- 
ther, the Dutchefs of Modena, made a Vow 
to the Lady of Loretto, that her Daughter 
might by her Means have a Son. And it 
went current, that the Queen believed herfelf 
with Child in that very Inftant in which her 
Mother made her Vow •, of which fome Tra- 
vellers have affured me, there was a folemn 
Record made at Loretto. A Conception, laid 
to be thus begun, look'd fufpicious. It was 
now fix'd to the 6th of Oftober \ fo the nine 
Months were to run to the 6th of July. She 

was in the Progrcfs of her big Belly, let 

Bloody 
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tJlood feveral Times ; and the moft aftrin* 
gent Things that could be proposed were 
us'd. 

c Ic was foon obferv'd, that all Things a- 
bout her Perfon were managed with a my- 
fterious Secrefy, into which none were admit- 
ted but a few Papifts. She was not drefs'd, 
nor undrefs'd with the ufual Ceremony. 
Prince George told me, that the Princefs went 
as far in defiring to be fatisfy'd, by feeling the 
Motion, after (he faid fhe was quick, as fhe 
could go, without breaking with her : and 
(he had fometimes ftay'd by her even inde- 
cently Jong in Mornings to fee her rife, and 
to give her her Shift ; but fhe never did ei- 
ther. She never offer'd any Satisfaction in 
that Matter by Letter to the Princefs of O- 
range % nor to any of the Ladies of Quality, 
in whofe Word t the World would hav£ ac- 
quiefe'd. The Thing upon this began to 
be fufpe&ed ; and fome Libels were wrote, 
treating the whole as an Impofture. The 

* Ufe the Queen made of this, was, to fay, 

* that fince fhe faw fome were fufpefting her 
capable of fo black a Contrivance, fhe fcprn'd 
to fatisfy thofe, who could entertain fuch 
Thoughts of her. How juft foever this might 

$ be, with relation to the Libellers, yet cer- 

. f tainly, if fhe was truly with Child, fhe ow*d it 

j to the King and herfelf, to the King's Daugh- 

f ters, but moft of all to the Infant fhe carried 

* in her Belly, to give fuch reafonable Satif- 

P * fadioa 
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fa&ion, as might put an End to JeaIou(y> 
This was in her Power to do every Day ; 
and her not doing it, gave juft Grounds of 
Sufpicion. 

« Things went thus on till Monday in Eafier 
Week. On that Day the King went to Ro- 
chejler> to fee fome of the Naval Preparations ; 
but was foon fent for by the Quten, wftp ap- 
prehended lhe was* in Danger of Mifcarryifig. 
Dr. Scarborough was come to Knight 9 s*Bridge 
to fee Bifhop Ward^ my Predcceffor. who 
had been his antient Friend, and was then his 
Patient ; but the Queen's Coach was fent to 
call him in all Hafte, fince (he was near Mrf- 
carryirig. Dr. Windebank, who knew no- 
thing of this Matter, ftay'd Jong that Morn- 
ing upon an Appointment for Dr. Waldegrave % 
another of the Queen's Phyficians, who the 
next Time he faw him, excus'd himfelf ; for 
the Queen, he faid, was then under the moft 
apparent Signs of Mifcarrying. Of this the 
Dodlor made Oath ; and it is yet extant. [ 
c On the fame Day the Countefs of Claren- 
don 9 being to go out of Town for a fe^ 
Days, came to fee the Queen before fhc wea fc> 
knowing nothing of what had happened ro 
her. And ftie, being a Lady of the BecJ- 
Chamber to the Queen Dowager, did, ac- 
cording to the Rule of the Court, go into 
the Queen's Bed-Chamber without aflcing Ad- 
mittance. She faw the Queen in Bed 
moaning herfclf in a moft doleful Mannef, 

« fayinjj 
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* ikying often, Undone ; Undone ; and one that 
belong'd to her carry'd fomewhat out of the 
Bed, which (he believ'd was Linnen taken 
from the Queen. She was upon thU in fome 
Confufion ; and the Countefi | Pt&if com- 
ing in, went to her and faid vitth foiije Sharp- 
nefe, What do ypu do here? and carried her 
to the Door. Before (he had got out of , the 
Court, one of the Bed-Chamber Women fol- 
lowed her, and charged her not to fpeak of 
any thing (he had feen that Day. This Mat- 
ter, whatever was in it, was hulh'd up ; and 
the Queen held on Jher Courfe. 
« The Pri/icefs had Mifcarried in the Spring; 
fo as fpon as (he had recQver'd her Strength, 
the JCing prefs'd her to go to the Batb, fince 
that had 4 ft) good an Effedl on the Queen, 
Some of h,er Phyficians, and all her other 
Friends, wgre againft her going. Lower, 
<one of her Phyficians^ told me he was againft 
it : He thought (he was not ftrong enough 
for the Bath, tho* the King prefs'd it with an 
qnufual Vehemence. Millington, another 
Phyfician, told the Earl of Shrewsbury, frorn 
whom I had it, that he was prefs'd to go to 
the Princefs, and advife her to go to the 
Batb. The Perfon that fpoke to him, told 
him the King was much fet on it, and that he 
expe&ed it of him, that he would perfwade 
her to it. Milltngton anfwered* he would not 
advife a Patient according to Direction, but 
according to his own Reafon j fo he would

* upon. them to advife it \ fo fhe went thit&er in 
c the End of May. 

4 As foon as (he was gone, thofe about the 

* Queeg did all of a fudden change her Reck- '

4 with her at Bath. This came on fo quick* 
4 that tho* the Queen had fet the 14th of June 
4 for her going to fVindfor % where fhe intended 

* to Lye-in, and all the Preparations for the 

* Birth, and for the Children, were ordered to 
4 be made ready by the End of June ; yet now 
4 a Refelution was taken for the Queen's Ly- 
c ing-in at St. James's, and Directions were 
4 given to have all Things quickly ready. The 
4 2fa/&- Water either did not agree with the 

* Princefs, or the Advices of her Friends were 
4 fo preffing, who' thought her Abfence from 

* the Court at that Time of fuch Confequence, 

* that in Compliance with them, fhe gave itou$ 

* it did not, and that therefore fhe would return 
4 in a few Days. 

* The Day after the Court had this Notice* 

* the Queen faid fhe would go to St. James's^, 
4 and look for the good Hour. She was oftea 

* told, that it was impoffible, upon fo fhort a 
€ Warning, to haye Things ready ; but fhe 
c was fo pofitive, that fhe faid, fhe fhould lye 

* there that Night, tho* fhe would lye upon 

* the Boards. And, at Night, tho* the fhofter 
4 and quicker Way was to go from Whitehall 

m 4 to St.Jamefs thro! the Park, and fhe always 

4 wen; 
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f went that Way, yet now by a fort of Affefta* 
« tion, (he would be carried thither by Charing 
? Cn?/} thro' the Pall-Mall. And it was given 

* out by all her Train, that (he was going to b<j 
« deliver'd. Some faid it would be ne*c Morn? 

* ing > and the Priefts faid m&&&<kni\y, 
f that it would be a Boy. 

c The next Morning, about nin$ a CIock f 
? (he fent Word to the King, that (he was iq 

* Labour. The Queen Dowager was fent to } 
f but no Ladies were fent for : fo that no Wo- 

* men were in the Room, but two Dreflers, an4 
f one Under-Drefler, and the ^ id wife. The 
« Earl of Arran fent Notice to the Countefs of 

* Sunderland ; fo (he came. The Lady Bella/is 
€ came alfo in time. The Proteftant Ladies 

* that belong'd to the Court, were all gone tQ 

* Church, xbefore the News was let go abroad ; 
f for it happened on Trinity-Sunday. The King 
fc brought over with him from Whitehall a great 
'* many Peers and Privy-Counfellors ; and of 
f thefe, Eighteen were let into the Bed-Cham* 
? ber 5 but they flood at the farther End of the 

* Room. The Ladies flood within the Alcove. 

* The Curtains of the Bed were drawn clofe, 

* and none came within them but the Midwife 
« and an Undef-drefier. The Queen lay all 
t the While in Bed j and in order to the warm- 

* ing one Side of it, a Warming-Pan wap 
\ brought, but it was not opened, that it might 
$ be feen that there was Fire, and nothing elfe 
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in it. So here was Matter for Syfpiciop^ 
with which all People were filled. 
* A little before Ten the Queen cry'd out af 
in a ftrong Pain, and immediately after, the; 
Midwife iaid aloud, Ifre was happily brought 
to Be<f« ' "Whin the Lords all cried out, of 
what? the Midwife anfwered, the Queen 
■mqft not be furpriz'd 5 only (he gave a Sign 
(o the Countefs of Sunderland, who upoa 
tl>w toueb'd her Forehead, by which, it be- 
ing the Sign before agreed on, the King faid ? 
he knew it was a Boy. No Cries were heard!, 
from the Child, nor was it fliew'd to thofe in 
the Room, It was pretended more Air was 
neceflary. The Under-Drefler went out of 
the Room with the Child, or fomewhat elfe,* 
in her Arms to a Drefling-Room, to whic] 
there was a Door near the Queen's Bed ; bui 
there was another Entry to it from othei 
Apartments, The King continued with thej 
Lords in the Bed-chamber for fome Minutes,, 
which was cither a Sign of much Phlegm 
upon fuch an Occafion \ for it was not known 
whether the Child \yas alive or dead ; or ic 
looked like giving Time for fome Manage- 
ment. After a little while, they went all intaj 
the Dreffing-Room, and then the News was* 
publifh'd. In the mean while, no Body was£ 
called to lay their Hands on the Queen's Belly* 
in order to a full Satisfaftion. When th^ 
Princefs came to Town, three Days after, (he 
had as little Satisfa&ion given her. Chamber*

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* layn % the Man-Midwife, who was always or- 
4 der'd to attend her Labour before, and Who 
€ brought the Plaifters for putting back the 
« Milk, wonder'd that he had not been fent to; 
€ He went, according to Cuftom, with the 
< Plaifters ; but he was told they had no Occa- 
« fion for him. He fancy'd that fome other 
c Perfon was put in his Place ; but he could 
c not find that any had it. All that concern'd 

* the Milk, or the Queen's Purgations, was 

* manag'd ftill in the Dark. This made all 
c People inclined more and more to believe, 

* there was a bafe Impofture now put on the 

* Nation. That ftill increas'd. That Night, 
c one Hemings, .a very worthy Man, an Apo- 
c thecary by his Trade, who liv'd in 5/. Martin's 

* Lane, the very next Door to a Family of an 

* eminent Papift, (Browne, Brother to the ViC- 

* count Montacute, liv*d there) the Wall be- 
« tween his Parlour and theirs being fo thin, 
c that he could eafily hear any thing that was 

* faid with a louder Voice * he, Hemings, was 

* reading in his Parlour Jate at Night, when 

* he heard one coming into the neighbouring 
c Parlour, and fay with a doleful Voice f The 

* Prince of Wales is dead. Upon which, a 

* great many that liv'd in the Houfe cam© 
c down Stairs very quick. Upon this Confufion 

* he could not hear any Thing more \ but it 
' was plain they were in a great Confternation. 

* He went with the News next Morning to 

* the Bifliops in the Tower. The Countefs of 

« Claren- 
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Clarendon came thither foon after, and told 
them, Ihe had been- at the young Prince's 
Door, but was deny'd Accefs. She was 
amazM at it, and a(k*d, if they knew her ? 
They faid, they did *, but that the Queen had 
ordcr'd, that no Perfon whatfoever (hould 
be fuffer'd to come in to him. This gave 
Credit to Hetningfs Story, and look'd as jf 
all was order'd to be kept fhut up clofe 'till 
another Child was found * One that faw the 
Child two Days after, faid to me, that he 
look'd ftrong, and not like a Child fo newly 
born. Wtndebahk met Waldegrave the Day 
after this Birth, and remember'd him of what' 
he had told him eight Weeks before. He 
acknowledged what he had faid \ but added,

* Colonel Sands, who died in 1728, being in i63£ 
Gentleman- Waiter to the Princefs dmte t was lent by her 
from Tunbridge (where fhe then wasj to Court, to enquire 
after her Brother's Health. Going up immediately to the 
Xing, without Ceremony, or Interruption, as~ is nfual in 
fuch Cafes, he came into the Room where the Prince lay. 
He faw there a pale, long vifag'd Child, with red Spots 
in his Face, and other Marks of Weaknefs. This ftruck 
him fo, that he took very particular Notice of it ; but 
prefently after, the Ladies in the Room came, and turn'd 
him out, faying, the Prince was afleep. At his going out, 
he met the King, who afk'd him, with a difturb'd Coua' 
te nance, Whether he had feen the Prince ? Sands y fearing

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* that God wrought Miracles : To which no 
« Reply could, or durft be made by the ojher : 
4 It needed none* So healthy a Child , being fo 

* little like any of thofe the Queen had borne, 

* it wag given out that he had Fits, and could 

* not live. But thofe who faw him every Day, 

* obferv'd no .fuch Thing. On the contrary, 
4 the Child was in a very prolperous State* 

* None. of thoTe Jfits ever happened when the

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* tVtiat Truth focver may be in tfcefe Par- 
ticulars, this is certain, that the Method, in 
which this Matter was conduced from firft 
to laft, was very unaccountable. If an Im- 
pofttire had been intended, it could not ha^c 
been Otherwife managed. The pretended 
Excufc that the Queer* made, that fhe owed 
no Satisfaction to thofe who could fufpett 
her capable of fuch bafe Forgery, was the 
only Excufe that fhe could have made, if it? 
had been really what it was commonly faid 
to be. She feem'd to be foon recover'd, and 
was fo little altered by her Labour, either in 
her Looks, or Voice, that this too helped not 
r a little to increafe Jealoufies.' 

Thus far Bifliop Burnet. Let us now hear

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* lefs, he fays pofitivcly, afterwards, that ifae 
c was really with Child the Sixth of O3ober> 

* and that in Eafier Wetk fhe had a Mifcar- 

* riage, that is, fix Months after Conception „ 
•« If this be true, it very plainly follows, that 
4 all the Sufpicions entertain'd of the Queen 

* from the Beginning of J a nuary (the Time of 
€ her declared Pregnancy) to Eafier Week* 
c ought to yajiifh, tho f flje had been Jcfs care- 
' ful of giving Satisfaction to the Publick than 
' fhe was. AflTuredly this Negligence is not 
' capable to invalidate the Reality of her Preg- 
€ nancy, if fhe had a Miscarriage in thcBegin- 
« ning of her feventh Month. What the Prince 

* qf Denmark told Dr f Burnet of his Princefs** 
' fruitlefs Endeaypurs to fee the Queen rife, 
c canript ferye jtp poqfinp the Sufpicion of an 
< Impofture, unlefs it appear, that this was 
c from the Monday before Eafier ■, to the Tenth 
' of June. But the Bifhop fixes no Time, Ic 

* might be even infer r*d from the Order ob- 
4 ferv'd by the Bifhop in his Story, that what 

* he fays concerning the Princefs of Denmark^ 
c pafs*d betweien January and Eafier Week. 
' But fuppofing the Reality of the Pregnancy, 
c it is clear, that the Queen might have given 
' Satisfaction to the Princefs, and the Protcftant 

* Court Ladies. And it cannot be deny'd, 
c that fhe committed a great Error in refuting 
c to do ic. But it is certain, this Refufal proves 
€ nothing, if it be true, that fhe was with Child, 

* at leaft, 'till Eafier Week, The Times arq 

E 2 « there-; 
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therefore carefully to be diftinguifh'd. Her 
Obftinacy to, give no Satisfaction, frotn' 
January, when fhe declar'd herfclf With 
Child, to Eafter Week, can be afcrib'd onlyr 
to an unfeafonable and prepofterous Haugh- 
tinefs. But it maybe fdfpe&ed, that from 
Eafter Week, to the Tenth of June, fhe ftilj 
pretended to be with Child, when fhe was no, 
longer fo ; and (he produced another at the 
Time of her pretended Delivery. Thus all 
the Sufpicions concerning the Reality of her 
Pregnancy, are to be included within the 
Space of two Months. For in the Year 
1688, Eajler-Day was the 15th of April i 
the Queen had a Mifcarriage the Monday 
before Eafter, on the 9th of April ; and fhe 
was dcliver'd the ipth of June. But rtQ 
Time is fix'd for this Refufal of Satisfaction 
to the Publick, tho* the Queen being fix 
Months gone when fhe mifcarry'd, fhe might, 
for fome Time ? have caus'd the Motion oi' 
the Child to be perteiv*d.* 
* zdly, In the Bifhdp of Salisbury's Account 
are four feveral Children, The firft, which 
really belohg'd to the Queen,, was an. un- 
timely Birth of fix Months. The fecond was 
fuppos'd at the Time of her pretended De- 
' livery, artd died the fame Day. The third 
1 was brought in the Room of the dead Child^ 
and died alfo feme Weeks after at Richmond. 
The fourth, fubftituted In the Room of the 
third, muft be the prefent Pretender. Ic is 

: f fur- 
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c furprizing, that Mf. Eacbard^ who probably 
4 wrote the Hiftory of this Reign, • but twenty 
4 or twenty-five Years after the Time I an* 
4 fpeaking of, fhould have heard nothing of 
4 thefe two laid Impoftures, but confines him* 
f felf to one, in what he relates concerning the 
f publick Sufpicjons.* 

4 It remains therefore to examine what the 
4 Bifhop fays, to make us fufped the Suppo* 
4 fition of the three laft Children. For the 
4 firft, which was but a Mifcarriage, accord- 
4 ing to this Author, was really the Queen's. 
4 To this End, we are to diftinguifh three di£- 
4 ferent Times, namely, before, at, and after 
4 her Delivery. I (hall make fome Obferva- 
f tions upon the mod remarkable Circum* 
4 dances bf each of thefe Times. 

4 ift 9 The JCing's prcfiing the Princefs to 
4 go to the Bat b 9 agrees very well with the De- 
4 fign of fuppofing an Heir •, for the Prefenee 

* of the Princefs at the Queen's pretended De- 

* livery, muft have been perplexing, on ac- 
4 count of her Intereft to deteft the Impofture. 
4 Had the King contented himfelf with barely 
4 advifmg her to go to the Batb, nothing could 
4 have been inferr'd from it, but that he thought 
f the Bath good for her Health : But his pref- 
4 fing it with an unufual Vehemency, and cauf- 

* ing a Phyfician to be told, That he expedled 
4 of him that he would perfwade her to it, 
4 feems to difcover fome fecretDefign, efpe- 
i cially, when it is confider'd, that an Impok 

* ture 
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f ture was already fufpefted. This Sufpicion 
is farther confirmed by the Change in the 
Queen's Reckoning, and by her Delivery two 
Days after it was known, that the Princeft 
was upon the Point of returning from the 
Bath. But there muft next be given to this 
Caufe of Sufpicion, more Strength than it 
really has : For it is very poffible for the 
King to have believed, that the Batfc would 
be of Service to the Princefs his Daughter j 
die Sufpicioip of his afting from another Mo- 
tive, is founded only upon the Suppofition 
of an Impofture. If this was Well prov'd, 
the King's Proceeding would become a (bit 
of new Proof: But, as it is not, it feems 
that the Sufpicion ought not to be fupported 
by the Suppofition of the Fad in Queftion. 
4 idly. If it be true, that the Queen did 
not believe herfelf with Child *till the 6th of 
October j and that (he afterwards fuddenly 
chang'd her Reckoning, there is Reafon to 
fufped: fome Myftery in it. And indeed, by 
this new Reckoning, fhe was to be brought 
to Bed during the Abfence qf the Princefs of 
Denmark^ whereas by the firft (he could not 
be delivered ? till after her Return. To thi$ 
may be added, that if it is true, that about 
the End of September (he was ftopp'd at the 
Bath one Week longer than (he intended, by 
an Accident to which the Sex is fubjeft, (he 
could not be with Child from the ipth of 
September^ nor confequently brought to Bed

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• the 10th of June. To this it is anfwer'd^ 
4 that thefe Mifreckonings are common to the 
4 whole Sex. But this Reafon cannot take

* idly. It cannot be deny'd, that there is 
4 fomething extraordinary in the Queen's fudden 
' Refolution of going to lye*in at St. James's, 
4 when Things were not ready. Hitherto no 
4 probable Reafon has been given of this fud- 
4 den Change, to fhew that (he could lye-in 
4 more com mod iou fly at St. James's than at 
4 Whitehall* nor why fhe at firft chofe Windfor 
4 for the Place, and fixed the Time to the Be~ 
4 ginning of July. 

4 4tbly, I own I fee nothing in the Queen's 
4 Affeftation of being carry'd to St. James's by 
4 Cbaring-Crofs, through the Pallmall, to con- 
4 firm the Suspicion of an Impofture. 

4 StbJy, I never heard, that the Prefence of 
4 the Archbifhop of Canterbury is abfolutely 
4 neceflary at the Delivery of the Queens of 
4 England, who could have no great Need of 
4 his Afliftance. 

4 As for the Time of the Queen f s Delivery, 
4 there are many Things to be examined. 

4 ifi 9 The Queen, after having declared her 
4 Intention to lye-in at St. James% without any

r *that this wirfc "very extraordinary for a Queen, 
4 fince it wasr fo eafy to have other Ladies at 

( *'hand to affift ncr, and the more, as ihe hour- 
4 ly expefted the Moment of her Delivery. It 

** is* no lefs efcttfaoVdinary^ 'that none of the 
4 Court Ladies befides the Countels of Sunder- 
4 land j by the particular Care ot the Eart of 
4 Arran^ and the Queen Dowager, tfho lodg'd 
4 in Somerfet-Houfc^ a great Way from St. 
4 James's. All this feems : to difcover, it. was 

-• not defiretf, that rnany Ladie§ Ihould be pre- 
4 fent at th9 Labour. To this it is anfwer'd* 
4 that the Qu.eeh was .ftfrpriz'd, as Women fire- 
4 , quently ' are, *nd that the Prgteftant Ladies 
4 were at Church. But fome take Occafion 
4 from hence to confirm their Sufpicion. They 
4 fuppofe, ehe Queen would not have gone 
4 with fo jnuch precipitation on Saturday Night 

* to St: Jamefs, if ftie had not known fhe 
4 fhould be deliver'd the next Morning, while 
€ the Proteflant Ladies were employ'd at their 
4 Devotions. But after all, this is only a Suf> 

* picion ; for who can be fure that the Queen 
'« afted by the Motive afcrib'd to her ? All that 

* can be faid, is, that the Point in Qucftibn, be- 

c i'ng 
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ing a Child, who, If a Boy, was to take Place 
of a Princefs, preemptive Heir of the King 
her Father, the King and Queen ought to 
have put his Birth out of all Doubt. Inftead 
of this, they confirm'd, by a myfterious Con- 
dud, Sufpicions, which were already but too 
far fpread, and of which they could not be 
ignorant. The Emprefs Conftantia^ Wife of 
Henry IV, proving with Child at the Age 
of 02 Years, chofe a Place the moft publick 
for her Labour, and thereby removed all 
Sufpicion of the Birth of her Child. On the 
contrary, the Queen, for having neglefted all 
Prgpaptiofls, has left upon her Son, real, or 
pretended, a Blot, which has not yet been 
effaced. 

« 2dly> The King's being at the further End 
of the Room with eighteen Peers and Privy- 
Counfellors, is a Circumftance, which proves 
nothing at all. It is well-known, that on 
thefe Occafions Men approach not the Bed* 
to be Eye-witnefles of what pafles there. All 
they can do, is to be attentive to the Cries 
of the Mother, or the Infant. Befldes, the 
King himfelf was not lefs fufpe&ed than the 
t Queep, 

« $dly 9 As to the Warming-Pan brought into 
s the QJueen's Chamber, and which is fuppos'd 
€ to have in it a new-born Child, this is only a 
« Conjefture, founded upon the feeming Ufe- 
« leffnefs oi^Warmin^Pan^ the ioth of June % 
s which proved an exceffive hot Day. To

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c this it is anfwer'd, that a Labour is often at z 
€ tended with a Quaking and Trembling, like 
€ an Ague, which begins with a cold Fit. It 
< is alfo pretended, that it was impoffible to 

* put a new-born Child in the narrow Cpmpafs 
4 of a Warming-Van* without ftifling it. 

4 4>tbly 9 fc * s ver y extraordinary, that the 
c Queen was not a full Hopr in Labour -, for 

* the King was fent for at nine o'clock, and 

* before ten the Queen was deliver -d. She 

* cry'd out but once, in the Moment of her 
« Delivery. When the Mind is filPd with 

* Sufpicions, fuch Circumftances help to con- 
c firm them. Thofe who are not in the fame 
c Difpofition, find nothing extraordinary in 
c this ; becaufe the Queen had ever had eafy 

* and quick Labours. 

* Stbly, It is commonly true, that Childre^ 
c the Moment they are born, and expos'd to 

* the Air, are heard to cry. But I know .not 
4 whether this can be cbnfider-d as infallible, 
€ However, the Queen having negtefted to 
1 give undoubted Proofs of her Pregnancy, 

* every little uncommon Circumftancc was ca^ 

* pable to confirm the Sufpicion of an Im- 
c pofture. 

' 6lbly, As to the Stref$ that is laid Upon the 
4 Curtains of the Bed being clofely drawn, this

9 7'*#f TheCircumftance of the Child's be : 

* ing not fhewn, can caufe no Sufpicion, but on

ought to have been removed by fticwing the 
Child as it came from the Womb. For, 
otherwifc* it is not ufually done, till the Mid- 
wife has taken due Care of the Child. Bur, 
if this is urg'd to prove, that a Child was not 
taken out of the Queen's Bed, the Sufpicion 
of the Warming-Pan mud neceffarily be fup- 
prefs'd ; for had a Child been put in the Pan, 
ic could alfo be taken out of it.

' ytbly, Thofe who believe the Child in que- 
ftion, not born of the Queen, would have had 
her take all the Precautions which they them- 
felves cou'd imagine, to deftroy all Sort of 
Doubt •, and the Omiflion of one of thefe Pre- 
cautions, is, with them, fufficient to confirm 
their Sufpicions. 

' 10/A/y, If no Satisfaction was given to the 
Princefs of Denmark after her Return from 
the Bath^ it may be alledg'd, that (he (Jifco- 
ver'd no Jealoufy concerning the Birth of the 
Prince of fFales y and as fhe appeared con- 
vinced of the Truth, there was no Neceffity 
of giving her Proofs.

4 Particulars* 
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Particulars, in Proof of which he produces nO 
Teftimony. 

c He fuppofes, that the Child of which it 
was pretended the Queen was delivePd, dy'd 
the fame Day : This Suppofition is grounded 
upon what Flemings heard thro* the Wall of 
his Parlour ; and upon Denial of Accefs at 
the young Prince's Door to the Countefs of 
Clarendon. All this may be of fome Weight, 
when a bare Sufpicion only is meant to be efta. 
blifli'd ; but if it is produe'd as a Proof, the 
Infufficiency of it is eafily feen. 
' The Death of the Child at Richmond ftands 
only upon the Report of four Phyficians, who 
were fent for to vifit him. The Bifhop does 
not make the Phyficians pofitively fay, that 
the Child dy'd, but only that they all looked 
on him as a dying Chili ; and as they were not 
call'd for after Dinner, they took it for granted 
that the Child was dead : But this Confe- 
quence is not abfolutely neceffary * for pof. 
fibly they were not call'd, becaufe the Child 
grew better. But, fays the Bifhop, When they 
went in after Dinner to look on the Child, they 
faw a found healthy Child, that feem'd to have 
bad no Illnefs on him. They inferr'd from this, 
that he was not the fame Child, and the Bifhop 
concludes, that the firft; was dead, and ano- 
ther put in his Room. What is particular ia 
this Fad, is, that thefe four Phyficians doubt- 
ed this was the fame Child, only becaufe the 
firft had been fick, and this was found and 

* healthy § 
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healthy ; as if all Children, at fuch ah Age* 
were fo like one another, that no Feature 
could diftinguifli theiri : And yet rhefe Phy- 
ficians thought it was not the fame Child, on- 
ly by the Difference between a State of Health 
and Sicknefs. This is very furprizing, fince 
naturally the Faces of the two Children muft 
have been fo different* as not to need other 
Marks. 
* In ihort* the Bilhop's whole Account of 

* thefe three Impoftures, refts either upon Heir- 
c fay, or what he read in the Informations fent 

* to the Prince and Princefs of Orange ; for he 

* was then at the Hague. The .Senders of thefe 

* Informations were, probably, no Friends of 
4 King James. It is* therefore, very poffiblc* 

* not to fay likely, that they have aggravated 

* their Reports, and collefted every Circum- 

* ftance* true or falfe* which was apt to per- 

* fwade the Prince and Princefs* that the Prince 

* of Wales was fuppofitious. 

Such were the Rcafonings that had been 
urged in Converfation and in Print on both 
Sides of the Queftion, when another Incident 
prefented itfelf, that furniftied frefli Matter for 
Convi&ion and Objection. The Prince of 
Orange** Defigns were now become too glaring 
to be concealed, and a fudden Invafion flared 
the alarmed King in the Face, which had that 
EfFeft on him, that generally attends Guilt and 
Fear, in making him have Recourfe to Conde- 
fccnfions that wore the Afpeft of Neceffity , and 

not 
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not of Inclination. The Ecclefiaftical Com- 
fniffion was annulled, new Writs were ordered 
put, Popijh Chapels (hut up, the Charters re- 
stored, and, by way of After-game, the Natibrf 
muft now be Satisfied as to the Birth of the 
Prince of Wales, which was to be fupported at? 
all Events. Accordingly the King caufed him 
to be folemnly baptized upon the 15th of 0£tthP>inatf 
her in the Chapel of St. James's, the Pope, r ?-^ al ^ 
prefented by -his Nuntio, being Godfather, and 
the Queen-Dowager Godmother. Father * &i- 
ban officiated, and named him James, Francis^ 
Edward. At the fame Tjme the Court received 
a Pamphlet, published in Holland, and intttled, 
A Memorial of the Englifh Proteftants, prefentei 
to their Highnejfes the Prince and Princefs of 
Orange, fupppfed to be written by Dr. Burnet, 
or rather Major Wildman, wherein, after a long 
Narrative of the Grievances of the Nation, 
the Author complained of the King's obliging 
his Subjefts to own a fuppofitious Child for the 
Prince of Wales, adding, that his Majefty would 
never fuffer the Witnejfes that were prefent at 
the Queen's Delivery, to be heard and examined. 
Upon which (the Pamphlet making a great 
Noife) the King held an extraordinary Council^ King 
a* Whitehall the 2 2d of QSlober ; and haying^^' 
ifent for the Queen- Dowager, and all fuch Lords Council to 
Spiritual and Temporal as were then in Town,^?™ thi 
the Lord- Mayor and Aldermen of the City of t htPrina 
London, the Judges, and feveral of his Majefty'fef Wales, 
learned Councel, in a Speech he told them, * Ht H'sj>p"<b

' had called them together upon a very extra* 

* prcjin^ry Occafion ; but that extraordinary 

* Difcafcs muft have extraordinary Remedies 5 
€ that the malicious Endeavours of his pnemies 

* had fo poifoncd the Minds of fome of his 
4 Subje&s, that by the Reports he had from alj 
c Hands, hp h*d Reafon to believe, that very 

* many did not think this Son, with which God 
c had bleffed him, to be bis, but a fuppofed Child. 
4 But he might fay, that by a particular Provi- 

* dence, fcarce any Prince was ever born, where 
c there were fo many Perfons prefent. That he 
4 had taken this Time to have the Matter heard 

* and examined there, expe&ing that the Prince 

* of Orange, with the firft Eafterly Wind, wquld 

< invade this Kingdom : And as he had often 

* ventured his Life for the Nation before h^ 
« came to the Crown, fp he thought himfelf 

* more obliged fo to dp now he was King, and 

< did intend to go in Pcrfon againft him,

After this, the Councellors were 
ordered to come into the Bed-chamber, and J 
jfoodon that Side of the Bed that had the Cur* 
jairis drawn open.

After which, the faid Earls did feyerally^ 
upon their Oaths, affirm their Depofitions to bq 
true, as they had been read, and that they were? 
prefent in Council, and heard his Majefty, ancj 
Jier Majefty the Queen- Dowager, make the fe- 
ycral Declarations aforefaid, and that the fame 
were enter'd in the Council -Book, as they did 
believe, according to the true Stnfe, Intent, and 
Meaning of what their Majeflies declared in 
The Depo- Council ; whereupon his Majefty*s Attorney-

TbeSuf- on the People, who were now fo prepofiefs'd, 

ftaons are ^ entertain'd the Belief of the JmpQfture fo % 

by the 2)*- cr ?dely and ftrongly, that they * made a thou? 

jnfi/ions. fand Reflc&ions, with 3. Variety of Obfer- 

vations upon them, and in all their Difcour- 

fes 
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fes they appeared more provoked than appeafed ; 
and their Sufpicions rather confirmed than remo- 
ved. The rpyfterious Conduct obferved at a 
Time, when, confidering the general Sufpicion, 
all poflible Precautions ought to have been 
taken, to render the Birth unqueflionabie, made 
a ftronger Impreffion on their Minds than all 
the(e Teftimoriies, and the rather, as they were 
found to be very defe&ive. Before this Exa- 
mination, the Prefumption of Law was for the 
Prince, fince he was ownM by both Parents, fo 
that the Proof Jay on the other Side, and ought 
tb be offiir'd by thofe who queftion'd it. But 
after the King had undertaken to prove the Re- 
ality of his Son'sBirth by 4oWitneffes, of which 
more than 30 faid nothing material, and the 
reft fix'd no Time t6 what they dcpos'd, he left 
room to his Enemies to objeft againft thefc ve- 
ry Depofitions.

without any thing more pofitive or particular, Depofulonsl 
After her, followed forty Witneffes, of which 
feventeen were Papifts. The Teftimonies df the 
eighteen Lords, who accompanied the King to ■ 
St. James's, tended to prove, that the Queen 
Was brought to Bed, while many Perfons were 
in the Room. , This Proof fignified nothing, or 
was very ambiguous. It was well known, there 
were a great many Perfons in the Room at the 
Time the Queen was faid to be delivered ; 
which, doubtlefs, was all that was meant by 

K: this i 
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this Proof. But it was not fufBcient to prov£ 
the Legality of the Delivery. Some of the 
Ladies depofed, that they law the Child in the 
Arms of the Midwife. But as no Man in the 
Council durft put any Queftions to the Witnef- 
fes, concerning feveral Circumftances, thefe ge- 
neral Depofitions were incapable to remove all 
Sufpicions. The Midwife deposM pofitively, 
that fhe took the Child from the Queen's Body. 
The Countefs of Sunderland depos'd, that the 
Queen call'd her to give her her Hand , that fhe 
might feel how [high'] the Child lay, which, 
added (he, I did ; but fhe did not fay whether 
fhe felt the Child, or not. The Bifhop adds, 
that the Countefs of Sunderland told the Dutchefs 
of Hamilton (from whom he had this Particular) 
that when, fhe put her Hand into the Bed, the 
Queen held it, and let it go no lower than her 
Breafts, fo that really fhe felt nothing. Many 
Ladies depofed, that they had' often feen the 
Marks of Milk on the Queen's Linnen near her 
Breafts. Two or three depos'd, that they faw 
it running out at the Nipple ; but what is re- 
markable, none of thefe Ladies nam*d the Time 
in which they faw the Milk, except one, who 
liam'd the Month of May. Now, if it be tfue, 
that the Queen was really with Child till the 9th 
of April* and that fhe mifcarried that Day, all 
that was mentioned of Milk in the Queen's 
Breafts, particularly by her that fix'd it to the 
Month of May j might have followed upon that 

Mifcarriage, and- be no Proof concerning the 
t late 



late Birth. Mrs. Pearfe, the Laundrefs, deft* 
fed, that flie took Linncn from the Queen's Bo- 
dy once, which carried the Marks of a Delivery 5 
but (he fpoke only to one Time : That wis a 
main Circumftance ; and if it had been true, it 
muft have been often done, and was capable of 
a more copious Proof, fince thete is Occafion 
for fuch Things to be often look'd on and well 
confidered. The Lacly fVentworth was the An- 
gle Witnefs that depofed fhe had felt the Child 
move in the Qneen's Belly * but (he was a Bed- 
chamber Woman, as well as a fmgle Witnefs, 
•and (he fixed it to no Time. If it was very early, 
fhe might have been mi ft a ken : Or if it was be- 
fore Eafter Monday^ \t might be true, and yet 
have no Relation to this Birth. 

In genera], fee in few Words the Ufe thit {t ap ; B », 
may be made of the Sufpicions mentioned by Remarfy 
feveral Authors, and of thefe Depofitions, u ^ mt them * 
namely, there being three Cafes, in none of 
which the two Parties agree, the Depofitions 
are not applicable to any of the Cafes, without 
being contradicted by thofe who maintain one 
of the other two Cafes. Let us take, for In- 
(Unce, the two Depofitions, which, next to that 
of the Midwife, appear moft convincing,* 
namely* that of the Lady Wentworth) who had 
felt the Child in the Womb. Thefe two Tefti- 
monies are fufficient again ft thofe who maintain 
that the Queen was not with Child from Ja- 
nuary, the Time of her declared Pregnancy, to 
the 10th of June, the Time of her Delivery* 

Buc 
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fiut they are infufficient againft thofe who pre- 
tend . that fhe was really with Child from the 
6th of Oftober to the 9th of April, when flie 
was fuppofed to have mifcarried. To be abte, 
therefore, to give a certain Judgment concern- 
ing the Birth of the Prince of Wales, it is ne- 
cefiary, ift % That Fafts fhould be agreed in ; 
I mean, whether it be true that the Queen was 
really with Child, and that fhe had a Mifcar- 
riage. 2dly, That thofe who derive their Sus- 
picions from the Queen's obftinate Refufal t6 
give Satisfaftion to the Public, fhould fix the 
Time of this Obftinacy to the Interval between 
the 9th of April, the Day of her pretended 
Mifcarriage, and the 10th of June, the Day of 
her Delivery. For in fuppofing the Reality of 
her Pregnancy till Eafter Week, the Sufpicions 
arifing from the Queen's Obftinacy, cannot but 
be ill-grounded, unlefs this Obftinacy is con- 
fined to the Space of Time between the Mif- 
carriage and the Delivery, which it is not. 3^/y, 
That the two Ladies, who depofed concerning 
the Milk and the Motion of the Child, fhould 
have fixed the Time to the fame Interval, 
otherwife, their Teftimony proves nothing 
againft thofe who maintain, that the Queen was 
really with Child till Softer Week, and had 
then a Mifcarriage ; but this is what does not 
appear. As to the Teftimony of the Midwife, 
which is the principal and moft pofitive, all 
that can be objedted to it, is, that it is a fingle 
Teftimony, and that befides fhe being a Papift, 

might 
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plight have been corrupted. But this is only % 
ponjedture, a bare Poflibility. The Reafon$' 
^Hedged by the King, in his Speech t6 the 
Council after the Examination, was far from 
being convincing, fince thofe who believed the 
Jmpofture, were perfwaded that the King was 
chiefly concerned in it, notwithftanding all his 
Afleverations, which were but little regarded 5 
and for the Excufe that was made for the Prin- 
cefs Anne of Denmark's not being prefent, none 
believed that to be the true Reafon * for it was 
jhoughc that the going from one Apartment to 
pother could not hurt her. So it was looked 
pn as a Colour, that (hewed (he did not believe 
the Thing, and that therefore (he would not, by 
Jier Prefence, give any Credit to it. 
'. The Author of the Full Anfwer to the Depo- 
sitions, and to all other Arguments wbatfiever* 
concerning the Birth of the Prince of Wales, 
printed in 1689, attempts to (hew, that of all 
the Pretences, by which it is endeavoured to 
yarnilh the faid Birth, not one is feafible; that 
fhey are not only falfe and frivolous at firft 
Sight, but yrhen explicated, bear the apparent 
Marks of an Impofture. Let us take a curfory 
yiew of his manner of Reafoning upon it.

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ypbicb Room Jball be fearcbed, and all the Boorj 
belonging thereto be nailed up, and fecurely faf- 
tened % except one, at which Door, during fucb 
Time before the intended Delivery, Jball be fet 
bpneft, impartial, and refponfible People, to fee 
that no Child be conveyed into the Room, and tbt 
Confederates fay fie was thereof delivered. Since 
this legal Precaution was not taken, the lead 
the Witneffes ought to have feen, was the CbUd^s 
> coming out of the Womb, Otherwife it is a very" 
natural Qyere, whether every Individual in the 
Nation, that but implicitly believes the Queen 
had a feeming bigBeJly, (for no one can prove 
it otherwife) that fht faid fhe had Milk, and was 
afraid of mifcarrying ; that fhe fcreamed ; th*t 
3 Child was taken out of the Bed, and an Af- 
ter-burthen fhewn ; whether, I fay, every one 
believing thefe Things, cannot draw upon Oath 
as fair a Deposition, as any of thofe taken in 
Council ? A Peffon*s only faying (he had Milk* 
and not fhewing it, or the faying they have that 
which they have not, is the moft notorious Im- 
pofture imaginable. As, fupppfe a Man is 
condemned to be hang'd : He pleads his Par- 
don y the Court defires to lee ir ; he fays he has 
k about him, but will neither (hew it himfelf; 
nor will let others fearch, and will rather be 
condemn'd and hangM than fhew it, fhall ij 
not therefore be prefumed he is a Lyar? And 
would not he, if he had it, produce it to faye 
bis Life I So in the Queen's Cafe, (hall it ever 
\>c prefumed fhe had Milk, only becaufe fhe 

faid 
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fcid fo, and never condefcended to fhew' it f 
Had (he not by (hewing the Milk, faved the 
Crown, its Rights, and all to the Child ? And 
can it ever be thought (he would lofe thole 
Rights belonging to her Son, rather than give 
fuch eafy Evidence ? Certainly* No. Had there 
been Milk, Inter eft fo obliged her to difcover 
it, that doabtlcfs her Breads would have been 
ihewn to every body, it being the greatcft Plea* 
fare imaginable to take off Abufes when 
wronged, all Perfons of different Principle* 
jbeiog wilKng to expofe the Lyes and Forge- 
ries of others \ and the Queen being fo ufed, 
would infallibly have defended herfelf, her 
tjufband, and Party's Reputation, which to . 
do, would not only have been Pleafure and Sa- 
tisfa&ion, but thegreateft Advantage of worldly 
Intereft to herfelf, Hufband, and Religion, (he 
was 4b jealous to reftore. As the having Milk 
{hen was almoft as fatisfa&ory as the Del i very f 
why was not the Princefs Anne Ihewed it before 
fixe went to the Bath f 

V v Befides, if ftie had Milk before the Birth, 
'tis ' unufual ; if after, there is neither Pretence, 
fcroof, nor Hear- fay : No Woman ever draw'd* 
tfo Dodtor faw her Breaft, or confider'd on her 
Milk, nor were any Things prefcrib'd by the 
£)o£tors concerning her Breads, altho' the Na- 
tion was more diffatisfy'd after the Delivery 
fhan before. Indeed, had the Birth been fp, as 
fo remove all Sufpicion, it had been need left 
CO fpeak of the 1 Milk 5 but when the SufpicioA 

L continued, 
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continu'd, not to take off that, which you de~ 
fired might ceafe, when you pretend you have 
that, which would do it, was certainly becaufc 
you had not really what you pretended : Did 
you defire the Sufpicion (hould continue, or 
defire it (hould ceafe ? If to continue, it is utter- 
ly abfurd \ if to ceafe, why did you not trie 
the Means, fince the deferring it brought on a 
farther Infamy ? If the Queen defir'd either to 
fatisfy the World, that (he had Milk, know- 
ing the World excepted againft it, or defircd 
a Child, and wiih'd it to thrive and live, flic 
ought to have kept her Milk running after the 
Delivery, to anfwer the Exceptions ; and, as 
the Child's Life was, perhaps, defir'd as much 
as any Child'* ever in the World, (he ought to 
have taken Care to preferve, and bring it op t 
by a Way the moft certain fo to do, which 
was to let it fuck. 

c If it be anfwer'd, that the Queen had no 
Milk after the Delivery, it is abfolutely incon- 
Meat •, for that lean Women have it moft ; 
and if they have Milk before Delivery, 'tis a 
Sign they will have it plentifully afterwards * 
if (he had it not plentifully, becaufe (W$ad it 
hot before, then all the Pretences of having 
it before fall. If it be objefterf, that (he would 
not fuckle it becaufe of the Trouble, 'tis very 
little confiftdnt with the fervent Defire (he had 
for an Heir ; nor can it be excufed, by faying, 
jhe Queen was weak ; for neither any apparent 
$ign of Wcakncfs was on her after the pretend* 
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ed Delivery ; nor was it indeed poflible (he 
fhould be weak, after fuch an eafy Labour. 

c The whole Bufinefs then of the Milk (lands 
thus : It is pretended, that about twenty- two 
Weeks after Conception, the Queen had Milk 
(which, by the. way, is very unufual) yet in all 
that Time, did ever any pretend that they faW 
it ? It was never drawn ; ho Medicaments were 
ufed about it, either before, or after the pre* 
tended Delivery ; nor did any P rot eft ant, or 
other conscientious Body, ever fee it ; nor was 
Milk (hewn to any Papift, or other, fo that 
Acre can be any Certainty inferr'd, that fuch 
Milk was the Queen's 5 nor was this Milk, 
(which is imply'd to be of Quantity, by her be- 
igg a lean Woman, and that (he had much be- 
fore the Birth, and confequently much after) 
ever given the Child ; nor was it offer'd the 
Nipple, to try whether it would take it, tho 9 
fo proper for its Nourifhment ; the Milk waa 
never dry'd, either by any natural Caufe, nor 
by any Medicament prefcrib'd, or made, on the 
Do&ors, or any others Infpe&ion thereof; it 
came, continu'd, and went away, none feeing 
ir, or ufing Means to dry it up. All thefe are 
fuch evident Marks of only pretend ve Milk, 
that no Excufe can be offer'd in Palliation. 

4 The fame Circumftances of an Jmpofture 
may be offer'd concerning the Queen's Bclfyy 
which was never (hewn to, nor fuffcr'd to be 
felt by any P rot eft ant Lady. Nor is it l*fs a 
Preemption of is, that her Majefty lad no 

L» mar* 
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more Nurfcs provided than Mrs. Ddabadie \ 
a Thing never known, but very agreeablp to a 
private Defign ; for this Defign was only to te 
trufted to a few j (the only Danger was, of 
having many concern'd, which was abfolutely 
neceflary to be avoided : ) for Nurfes, as *tis 
ufual, efpecially in a Queen's Cafe, are about 
the Child-bearing Woman long before-hand, 
'and fo could not be kept from feeing thpfe 
Things all the Time of the Bignefs, and at the 
Time of the Delivery ; which, in this Defign, 
were not fit to be trufted to- them, it being the 
"Jiardeft Thing to manage a Cheat by Numbers, 
{q as to keep it for ever fecret ; whereas a Jug- 
gle between two may be kept a thoufand ways 1 
two are poifon'd fooneft ; two, by natural 
fives, may be fooner in their Graves, than 
four 5 there are a x hundred fuch Conveniencies 
jn a fmall Number, which cannot be kept pri- 
vate by many. J would alk, too, whether her 
Majefty did not ufe to provide a Wet-Nurfe at 
Jier other Deliveries, and why (he did not "at 
this ? Why the Men-Mid wives were not order'd 
to' attend, as ufual ? Why her DodtocS of Phy-t 
fick were not order'd to attend againft the 
Second Reckoning ? And tho* their Majefties 
'rcfpe&ive Phyficians have Apartment* affign'd 
.them at all their Courts, and at all Titjies, 
* Whether Occafion, or none a and do attend fuc^ 
^Apartments ; yet why attended they not, as 
Jufual, dp* the Occafion was fo great ? Or why 
.<Hd q$t the Midwife lodge at Couty as ufual }

«nd whjcb had been proper, confidering the&Q 
was but fhe and the Nurfe provided for thp 
Queen ? Or why, in fine, was not Notice givea 
• of the Houfe and Room the Queen intended tp 
lye-in in, that the Pnncefs, or any for her, 
might have fearch'd fuch Room, and be fatis- 
fy'd there were no falfe Doors, Traps, or other 
private Conveyances, as the Law direfts ? 

* There was fo much Strefs laid on this Law* 
that, notwithftanding the Heir had fearch'd the 
Woman's Belly, and was fatisfy'd of her being 
pregnant, yet the Law and Reafon provided 
{his, after Circumfpe&ion, left bringing a dead 
Child, fhe Jhould change it for a living ; or 
being a living Girl, might be chang'd for a 
jhy. Nay, the Law order'd that the Heir, Qr 
fhofe by him deputed, might keep her from 
going out of their Sights for fo many Days 
before the cxpe&ed Delivery, and to fearch all 
that (hould come near her during that Time, of 
the Labour. 

* Now as this Law obliged all who were preg- 
nant of that which might difplant another, to 
obferve thefe Precautions, fo it was taken for 
granted, that if fuch Precautions were not ob- 
lerved, there was, and might be Collufion ; buf 
if obferved, it was prefumed there could be 
pone. 

* -* If then the Law cannot prefume there was an 
'Jfeir truly born, unlefs fuch Dire&ions were 
followed, much lefs fhall that $irth be pre- 
fvim'd, which wilfully omitted them * and which 

Omifikm 
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Omiflion does not bear the Marks of iiHnno» 
cent Negligence, but a combin'd, obftinate 
Refufal, to give any the leaft Infight or Satis- 
faction. So far were they from conforming to 
this Law, that the Place of the Birth was de- 
fignedly conceal'd, *cill within a few Hours of 
the Queen's coming * fometimes jf being given 
out fhe intended it at fVindfor % anon at St. 
James\ and next at Wmdjor again, in order 
to amufe the Nation, and defeat the Curiofity 
of thofe, whofe Suspicions might put them 
upon difagrceable Enquiries, had the Place been 
known too long before- hand. 

* Well, then, St. James's was chofen atlaft 
in all hade ; tho' it is very improbable the 
Queen would have lain in there, had fhe been 
really with Child, becaufe all her other Chil- 
dren born there dy'd 5 but as Wind/or was the 
mod convenient Place had it been a true Birth, 
but the mod inconvenient one for an Irppofture* 
fo St. James's was the moft inconvenient for .the 
firft, but the moft convenient for the other, by 
reafon of its Situation. I appeal to all Pcrfons 
that know the Rooms, Stairs, and Paffages, be- 
longing to the Convent and Palace, whether a 
Woman might not be kept all the Time of her 
Bignefs, or come into it any Evening, without 
being perceiv'd ? Whether a Woman might 
not cry out as loud as fhe would in Labour, 
without any Danger of being over-heard or dis- 
turbed ? Whether the Queen might not have 
[Word brought of the Labour, flip away, and 

catch

catch it reeking- warm from the Womb ? And 
whether there are not two feveral direft and 
cotftmodiousWays, without Intricacy or Wind- 
ing, whereby the Child fo born, may be pri- 
vately convey'd from the faid Convent, it not 
being above three Rods to the Queers Bed- 
chamber ? This fudden Removal of the Queen* 
at the fame Time that it prevented the Princefs 
Anne from being prefent, fo it gave a Colour of 
Excufe for the Pallat-Bed's being unprepared ; 
but the true Reafon of which Negligence was, 
that her Majefty might be delivered in the great 
Bed, more fit for their Purpofe. 

* It is urg'd, in anfwer to theObje&ion of the 
Princefs of Orange's not being fent for till June^ 
that it being a Cafe concerning the Princefs's 
Right, She ought to have come without fending 
for : To this I reply, that they ought for their 
own Intercft to have fought her coming ; and 
that it had been for many obvious Reafons 
highly improper to have come without Invita- 
tion. Notice, therefore, ought to have been 
given, that the Queen did depend on her being 
in England, long before the ioth of June % that 
all who did defire to come, or fend Infpe£tors 9 
might be fatisfied. Firft, becaufe the firft Reck* 
oning muft give the Queen more certain Signs 
'twas the true one ; and for that, People, who 
arc uncertain of their Reckoning, ought to have 
all provided againft the firft \ which was fo far 
from being fo in the prefene Cafe, that the Child- 
Bed Linncn was not brought by the Maker till 
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iftcr the ftfth. All Women doubtful of their 
It&koning, do provide againft their firft Ex- 
pectation, for fear of any Fright, or Accident i 
yet was not this Linnen ordered to come home 
till after fuch Expectation^ which is fo gfofs a 
Defign, as bone fure can attempt an Excufe for 
it. 

* Hitherto, then, this Birth appears not to have 
the ufual, plain, and fimple Circumftances at* 
tending the moil common Births, where no 
Rights are contefted $ but inftead thereof, we 
have a Train of Pretences and Inconfiftencies. 
And whereas it ought to have been publick to 
extremity, on the contrary, it was private to a 
Nicety, and all circumventing Ways weretryM 
to hinder the lawful InQpe&ions of both the Prin- 
cefs of Orange^ and the Princefs Anne of pen- 
mark. There is another Circumftance* wfiich 
fedds to this Catalogue of Preemptions againft 
it, and that is, the Child's being lent to Rich* 
mondy feparaite from the Queen, which was cer- 
tainly done, that fhe might be freed from' tho 
Trouble of a forcM Fondhefs * for had, thfe 
Child been continually with h6r, fhe mtift have 
fceeft oblig'd to a£fc that affe&ed Part* which 
Vould have at lalt grown fo naufeous and. aiik- 
%*t<& 9 that Notice muft have been taken 'there- 
of, from the Difference between a continual 
fbrcM Indulgence, and a truly maternal Ten- 
derriefs. Surely her Majeity's Fondnefs ought 
to have been great, not only as it was her only 
tiMd, but the great Hope of attaining That, 

which 
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>aflionatety defired -, yet not*ith- 
^ :e us'd all Means and Pretences td 

ttk .t of her Sight, which is what a real 

mf /ondnefs could never have borne, but 

f ery well agreed with the Ciricumftarices 

: Queen. 

The next Thing that occurs, is the Manner 
rf taking the Depofitions ; for when a Matter 
is cdntefied, fuch a Man charging, and fugh a 
one denying ; if the Party denying examines 
'Wftrieffes, the Opponent ought to have Liberty 
tb cfofs-examine fuch Witneffes on Interrogato- 
ries, or pertinent Questions, to find out the 
Tfuth ; for a Man may, by Equivocations and 
Xtferves, lay a Story together, that (hall, prima 
facie, make for one Party, but when lifted or 
explained, (hall make for the other : But the 
Examination at the Council-Table is not the 
leaft correifponding to this Method, The King* 
therefore, ought, if he would have had it pafs 
for a good Examination, not only to have fent . 
for fuch Perfons as were at the Labour, but 
ihouTd likewife have made publick Proclama- 
tion* that all Parties whatfoever, who knew 
any tiling of the Queen's Bignefs and Delivery, 
fliould come and depofe upon Oath, fuch their 
Knowledge : As alfo, that he promised to in- 
cfemriify, and not molefi: them for any thing 
wfcatfoeverj which they lhould faithfully and 
' iiflpUrtialfy deliver. I muft confefs it is not pro- 
ber for Parties to fummon .Witneffes againft 
ttietnifelves j but hi this Cafe, where it muft be 

M fuppofcd[ 
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fuppofed there was no Guilt on the Part of the 
King and Queen, he ought to have feen if any 
thing to the Purpofe could have been laid againft 
the Birth, that he might have vindicated it fair- 
ly to the World. 
Vepofitions ' So that thefc Depofitions are not legally ta- 
rn* legally k en> anc j are no more than Affidavits drawn up 

* *' as each had before confulted, for their own Safe- 
ty, not to incur the King's Difpleafure. If 
all Child-Births are obvious, and Things the 
moft capable of a plain Teftimony and Expla- 
nation of any human Affair whatever, then I 
appeal to the whole World if the Evidence here 
given, tho* admitted, can amount to fuch Proof 
as might have been had. The Face of thefc 
Depofitions was certainly the beft Glofs that 
was poffible to be put on fuch a Defign •, but 
it will foon appear how lame and weak they are,, 
in the following more diftinft Confideration of 
them. 

Particular « The Declaration of the Queen Dowager is 

^T'd wor ^ ec ^ w ^h ver y g reat Diffidence ; fhe gives 
fitions by no Matter of Fadt for, or agaipft the Birth. Is 
the fame it not ftrange for her to be at a Labour, and 
ttt or ' yet not lay down one Circumftance among fo 
many that ever occur ? Certainly fhe faw no- 
thing agreeable to a Delivery, otherwife fhe 
would certainly have fpoken it, fince No-body 
fure will fay her Majefty was partial out of Love 
to thtProteJiants. If the QiJecn Dowager there- 
fore does not prove what they defign'd, and 
what is capable of undeniable Proof, tho 9 the 

Thing 
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Thing were even true, it muft be taken pro 
confer that the Prince of Wales is an Impoi- 
tor. 

c Madam Turini tells us, (he was fent by the 
Queen in the Morning for the Midwife, Ladies, 
and Servants, for that her Majefty was in Pain. 
Now this being after eight of the Clock, is it 
poffible that her Majefty, being brought to Bed 
fo loon after, fhould not have any Symptoms 
before, and at her full Time too ? That her Ma- 
jefty fhould be up, and drefs'd fo foon ? That 
all her People ihould be gone, and fhe left alone 
with this fingle Gentlewoman ? The Motive 
is plain ; their A b fence was the greateft Help 
imaginable to their Defign, and is no fmall Pre- 
fumption of the Impofture. 

4 We are told by Mrs. Dawfon, that (he per- 
fwaded the Queen, whom fhe found all alone, 
not to make ufe of the Pallat-Bed, on account 
of its never having been aired. 

* Now, is not this a ftrange Thing, that the 
Queen, on the very Day flie expc&ed, fhould 
be fo unprepar'd of a Thing the mod neceffary, 
and which was fo ufeful, that the Queen her* 
felf ask'dfor it ? Certainly it was never intend- 
ed, that it fhould be aired or ufed ; for can it 
be imagined, that thofe, who had the Charge > 
of preparing the Lodgings for a Child-bed 
Woman, durft have been guilty of fo grofs a 
Negled, if they had not thought the Qmiflion 
would b$ agreeable ? And, indeed, it had been 
abfolutely impoffible to have carried on the 

M z Ghs& 
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Cheat by the Ufe of a Pallat-Bed ; fo, for |tljc 
Conveniency of impofmg a falfe Birth, they 
difpens'd with the Neceffity belonging to a true 
one. But here it will be objected, that if it was 
fo neceffary for their Pefign to have the Queen 
delivered in Bed, her Majefty might have lain 
a-bed all the Morning, and then coming in La- 
bour, the Excule of not rifi^g had been plau- 
fible. To this I anfwer, firft, that her rifing 
was of abfolute Neceffity ; for by that Means, 
being drefs'd , and the Waiters having done their 
Duties, fhe might? fend them away with the 
better Grace, and fo lay the Child in the Bed 
when all alone, idly, By rifing fhe had 3 fair 
Pretence to have it warm'd, and by that Means 
the Child might be brought in the Warming- 
Pan. But Mrs. Daw/on fays, fhefaw Fire car- 
ried into the Queen's Room in a Warming-Pan 
to warm the Bed ; which amounts to no more 
than a common Phrafe of Speaking; asfuppofc 
I had been in any Room where this Waronpg- 
Pan had gone thro*, and having no Sufpicioji 
(as this Lady might not) fhould fay, in com- 
mon Phrafe (tho* I faw not the Fire) there is 
Fire, or Coals, gone to warm the Bed. Is any 
Thing more common ? Had (he really feen 
Fire, it would have been explain'd how fhe 
came to fee it ; and it would have been provpd 
by bringing the Party that took up the Fire ; 
and enquiring whether (he that took it up cou'd 
fwear fhe carried it forthwith to the Queen's 
Bed, and did not deliver it to another? Where- 
as 
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a? ifrs faw the Fire, when i; appears, tf#t d# 

Warming- Pan was with the Cover down, which 
js unufual, and that had it been up, mpre wou'<J 
have feen it, and fpoke to it as well as {he i 
but of this, npt a Word to make us believe there 
was Fire, but various C ire urn fiance? to Qxpv 
there was not any, this Warming-Pan being 
brought in when not above three or four were 
there, arid thofe Papift^^ and Well-wilhers to 
the Impofition. 

We are told by another, that therein, rfter 
having had fame lingering Pains, faid, /he feared 
that Jhe fhould not be brought to Bed a great 
'fuhile, but that the Midwife aflur'd her Majefty 
that flic wanted only one thorough Pain tp 
bring the Chijd into the World. Now, what 
fan this fignify, more than that the Queen thought 
hereby to £hew the little Correfpondence, A- 

feement, or Defign (he and the Midwife had? 
. nd further to (hew the little Intelligence there 
was between them, the Queen cries, 9 Tis impfif- 
jtble, the Cbi/4 lies fo high y and commands the 
Coimtefs of Sunderland to Jay her Hand on her 
Ifelly ; but not a Syllable mentioned of the Pof- 
tljre fl*e found it in. We are told further by 
jhff J*ady(hip t that the Queen was ddRver'd j 
3wt how does it appear ? Why becaufc, for- 
fppth, her Ladyfhip and the Midwife had agreed 
.upon a Sign, which being given her, her kady- 
Jhip calls out, that the Queen's delivered. Fine 
Evidence truly | But this very Intimation of the 

Mid- 
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Midwife, that it was a Boy, is utterly incon- 
gruous, for no Midwife can fee of what Sex 
the Child is before the Burthen is come away, 
without Detriment to the Queen. 

c It is faid by feveral, that they were in the 
Queen's Bed-chamber while her Majefty was in 
Labour, heard her cry, and the laft great Pain, 
and faw the Prince of Wales when he was taken 
out of the Bed. 

€ ThefeCircumftances do not in the Ieaft prove 
that a Child came out of the Womb, and are 
no more to the Purpofe than if they had faid, 
they have fince feen it taken out of the Cradle, 
TheQueftion is, Did they fee the Child born? 
Otherwife their Depofitions are nothing to the 
Purpofe. As to her Majefty's Cries, and the 
laft great Pain, let us fee what fort of Evidence 
they will turn out: After 8 o* Clock in the 
Morning, it feems, the Queen was fo well, that 
the King, and all her Servants, left her alone 5 
fo that, after her beginning to feel Pain, and 
calling People, it was not above three Quarters 
of an Hour before fhe was brought- to- Bed » 
yet her Majefty (kreams, and they talk of 
Pains, as one that had a long and hard Labour; 
yet fhe had not the Affiftance required in the 
moft eafy Labours, and the Child was ftunn*d 
and black as in the hardeft. Now what are 
the Steps and Confequences of the moft eafy 
Labour ? Why, a Woman may be delivered 
in Bed * the Child may work itfelf down, and 

noc 
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not by the Pains force the Mother to ikriek ; 
for Delivery is a Work of Nature, which, as 
it may be different! fo the hard and the eafy are 
withouc Difficulty diftinguifhed. But what a 
Jumble of lnconfiftency is the Queen's being 
in Bed, according to the eafieft Labours, and 
fkreaming, as at the hardeft ; then having none 
to help her but the Midwife, when even the 
moft eafy Labours are generally better pro* 
vided for. 

' Others talk of feeing Milk run out of her 
Majefty's Bread, and feeling her Belly, fo as 
to be certain of her being with Child. 
\* As to theMilk, fliould anyPerfons feeMilk 
drop thro* a Woman's Shift, about that Part 
covering her Breaft, would they not believe the 
Milk ran out of her Breaft ? Suppofe you faw 
a Man with a Napkin wrapt about his Leg, 
and Blood fhould run thro 9 this Napkin, might 
not you fay that you faw his Wound bleed, 
whereas perhaps his Leg was never cut, but 
that a Spunge full of Blood was bound under- 
neath, and by the Preffure it ran out ? So a 
Spunge being filled with Milk, might, at the 
Time the Queen defigned to impofe on her 
People, be conveyed next her Breaft, and by 
the Preffure yield Drops enough for that Pur- 
pofe. Add to this, Women have very often 
Milk in their Breads many Years after they 
have ceafed Child-bearing, and which may be 
drawn down fo as to run out ; whereby it is 

evident 
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evident none of fie DepofitidnS catt bft relied 
cm whf ch rtUti to this Subject. 
■ c As for feeling her Majefty's Belly, before t 
£faei itly Affertt, I fhould be glad to have thefe 
Qddtions artffoered* viz. . Hfow long fince was 
the Depdfienr defired by the Queen to look on 
it ? Was it far Satisfaction agaiftft thbfe R6- 
jporta, or had (he afty thing to do about it ? 
* c To theftf rteCeffary Queftions, the Depofi : 
tion gives not any Anfwer -, for firft, it might 
be fd little a White after Conception, that no 
TKegardis to be had, efpecialty fince the Words 
itpply no morethain a View by Chance; that 
ttiii Sight 6t the Belly was not near the Queen's 
*Tirite, appeals by the Depbnenfs lying-in When 
Hit Queen cftd , therefore (he could not for a 
cdnfiderabte Time before put on the Queen'i 
Smock as (lie lay in Bed, Without great Incon- 
Veniendy to herfelT; and her Majefty migk 
eafily counterfeit a Bignefs, that Was neceflary 
to deceive the Deponent, considering the Time 
ihe pretended to be gone with Child. 

c Another Depoaent fays, (he put the After- 
burthen in a Bafon of Water, which givetf vetf 
jiiffi Caufe of Sufpicion, being done before the 
Doftors viewed it, and no doubt to prevdnt % 
Difcovery, that it had not the natural Warmtfi 
it (hould have, which the Water would prevent 
from being found out afterwards, had the EK5c j 
tors been never fo inquifitive. 

4 The Midwife's Depofuion is the only pdfi- 
tivc Evidence we meet with, namely, that /hi 

actually 
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Actually delivered the Queen at that Time, of 
that Male- Child > but Ihall an infignificant 
Woman, utterly incapacitated by Law to be a 
Witnefs in Civil Caufes, ffiafl fhe have any 
Credit given her, tho* fhe fwears ever fo pofi- 
tively, when there are fo many concurring 
Circumftances, that prove the contrary ? Shall 
one fingle, partial, upheld Woman's faying 
fo, be capable of raifing up a Succefibr to be 
the Difturber of Europe ? Shall we give an 
implicit Faith to her Words, in a Matter that 
concerns our Laws, Liberties, and Religion ? 

Certainly, No J This Woman fays, fur- 

' ther, that, as foon as fhe cut the Navel-String, 
the Child cry'd. The Navel-String was cut 
in Bed, ergo it muft, by this Reafoning, cry in 
Bed ; whereas another Deponent fays, that flie 
open'd the Receiver (fo that the Child was out 
of bed) and hearing the Child cry, and feeing 
it a little black, fhe was afraid it was in a Con- 
vulsion Fit ; fo that this Part of the Midwife's 
Depofition feems to be calculated to have it 
thought, that the Child cry'd fooner than really 
it did. 

* Another Deponent fays, Sh? faw all that 
was to be feen after the Birth of a Child, that 
is, Foul Linnen, After-burthen, &V. but this 
Lady could not fay the Queen's Body was the 
Qccafion, having feen nothing of the Womb, 
or Belly. 

« The King was pleas'd to tell another Depo- 
nent, that the Water was broke % or come away : 

N Now, 
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Now, that the Water was broke, is a Thing 
depending only on the Queen's faying fo ; for 
there is not one fpeaks a Word to it ; nor, in- 
deed, was there any Body in the Room, but the 
Midwife, when 'tis faid to have come away ; 
fo that itrefts wholly on the Queen, Mrs. Wilks, 
and the King's faying fo. After this, it feems, 
all the Company were calVd into the Queer? s 
Bed-chdmher, where they heard the Queen groan, 
and prefently, after feveral loud Skrieks> they 
heard them fay, the Queen was delivered. What 
is all this to the Purpofe towards proving the 
Reality of a Birth ? Suppofe a Man had mur- 
der'd another, the Conftable comes \o fearch, 
the Murderer prays the Conftable to day 'till 
he call him in 5 fo he buries the Party he* has 
murder'd, Cloaths and all •, lays the Floor 
again, waflies away the Blood j fo, when the 
Room is dry, the Conftable is admitted, bu{ 
fees no more Traces of the Murder thart oqr 
Privy-Counfellors did of the Birth, who were 
not allow'd the Liberty of looking into the 
only Place that could have detected the Cheat, 
Befides, of all the Men fent for, the T>o6tors y 
who could judge better of thefe Things, or 
the Truth of the Labour, than either Men or 
Women, not one of them was Time enough to 
be at the Labour, tho* all pretenfively defir'd'. 
c Several of the Deponents have fworn to the 
feeing the Prince in the Little Bed-chamber;" 
and in the Condition of a new-born Chifd, 
Poubdefs, it might appear to them new-boriu 
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tho* it had happen*d above an Hour before 
that Time. But the mod extraordinary Depo- 
fitions, which anfwer themfelves, are the two 
following ; in one of which it is faid, That by 
the Oath the Deponent has taken , he believes 
him to be the Queen's Child * in the other, That 
be verily believes* as ht is alive , Jhe brought 
the Prince into the World that very Morning* 
being the iotb of June laft : Now, as the latter 
out-does the former, fo it may be faid of both, 
that the Scotch Evidence out-does the Irifli. 

* We are further told by a Lady, that fhe 
heard the Queen fay to the Midwife, Pray* 
Mrs. Wilks, don't part the Child. Her Ma- 
jefty had, doubtlefs, more Reafons than one 
in defiring it. Certainly, the not cutting the 
Navel- firing was neccfTary and highly conve- 
nient for keeping the Child quiet, and from 
crying in Bed. As a long and painful Labour 
was never pretended, we fee here the Occafion 
of its Blacknefs ; it proceeded from its being fo 
Jong out of the Womb, and the Navel- String's 
not being cut. Now, had the Labour been hard, 
then the Child would not have fo fuddenly and 
clearly got over it, as two Hours, which feem'd 
but while he was refrefh'd from an Inconveni- 
ence and Indifpofition, of not being duly en- 
larged after its being taken from the Womb. 
As a further Preemption, that the Child had 
been long from the Womb, it was two Hours 
a cleanfing from its Impurities, being almoft 
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dry'd, which no Child, taken frefh from the 
Womb, could be. 

* Another Deponent tells us, That after the 
Delivery, flie took away all the foul Linnen, 
hot, as they came from the Queen ; and that, 
for a Month after her Majefty's lying-in, flie 
well knows, by the wafliing of her Linnen, 
that the Queen % was in the fame Condition that 
all other Women tife to be on the like Occa- 
fion. 

f All this being no Evidence that can be re- 
ly'd on, an Anfwer is not neceffary ; for none 
of the pretended Signs of a Delivery were eafiei 
to be counterfeited, than this of the Linnen. 

4 We are told by another Lady; That Ihc 
did once feel the Child ftir in the Queen*! 
Belly, while her M-ajefty was in Bed/ Thk 
Part of thc'Depofltion, in Appearance,, carrier 
fome Weight with it ; but, being mention*d 
only in general Terms, it amounts to no more 
than that it was through the Cloaths ; for, had 
it been other wife, (he would certainly have 
faid fo 5 and it was very eafy to impofe upon 
her Belief in fo nice a Bufinefs as that, efjtt 
daily when it may reafonably be imagined tc 
have been done with Defign, that the Depo 
nent might be made ufe of upon any queftkm- 
ing of the pretended Prince. 

c Several of the Deponents lay the chief Strefi 
of their Depofitions upon hearing the Queen 
cry-out; and one, in particular, fays, her Ma- 
jefty, in the Extremity of her Pain, faid, Obi

/ die ! you kill me ! you kill me / which befog 
fuch a ftrange fort of Evidence to frove the 
Birth of a Prince, intended for next Heir to 
the Crown, that I fhall not fay one Word by 
way of Anfwer to it, there being not the leaft 
Shadow of an Argument in it, fince no Body 
-can allow the Queen's crying-out to be fatis- 
fadtory Evidence. 

c One of the Phyficians tells us, that he was 
yrefent when the Prince of Wales was born ; 
-but, by the wording of his Depofition, he has 
^added Weight to our Sufpicions ; for that, 
being a Phyfician, he ought to have brought 
■Circumftances, which, in his Opinion, were 
•convincing ; and his not giving any of the 
n Birth, is a great Evidence againft it. He fays, 
indeed, that he faw the Child before it was 
cleans'd ; but the Queftion is, Did he fee the 
Child born ? Suppofe it had not been cleans'd 
'till this Time, does it argue, that becaufe he 
few it in its Filth, 'twas born but a Minute 
before ! Ought he not then to have teftify'd, 
irom what he few, that he did in his Confcienee 
believe it born but fome Minutes before ? For r 
tho' it was excufable in Lords, and fomewhat 
lefs in the Women, yet was it highly requifite 
for the Do&ors to fpeak to this, by reafon of 
the more right Diftinftion to be prefum'd from 
them than others. And as a Lawyer's Opinion 
is of more Validity in Law than any other Per- 
son's, fo it behoved the King to make the Doc- 
tors fpeak to this more particularly, as we fhou'ck 

have 
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have given more Credit to their Teftimony than 
that of other Perfons. Why then was fo ma- 
terial a Point (mothered, when Intereft call'd, 
but that they could not fpeak to it, fo as to make 
for the King ? He tells us further, that he faw 
the After-Burthen entire, but he does not fay, 
it came from the Queen. A healthy Man or 
Woman, who Ihould get a found Child, and a 
found After. Burthen, are Confequences ; but to 
.apply this to the Queen, is abfurd ; for as neither 
. fhe nor the King, were healthy, fo could they not 
have a found Child, or a found After-Burthen ; 
. fo that what does this feeing the After-Burthen 
found and entire amount to ? If this was the 
Queen's, it could be neither entire, nor found ; 
if it was another more healthful Woman's, it 
mud be both entire and found, as the Doc- 
tor fays. 

c The Depoficion of another Dodtor, Sir 
Charles Scarburgb, relates to the Queen's Con- 
ception ; by which I will prove, that her Ma- 
jefty's firit pretended Conception, by all the 
Circumftances, which he fays her Majefty gave 
him thereof, was the only reckoning for which 
fhe ought to have prepared \ that fhe came to 
a Day to that Reckoning ; that the fecond 
Reckoning, which flic pretended to prepare 
for, could, by her own Arguments, be no 
Expe&ance.in the leaft ; and that both of them 
were the Reckonings of other Women. 

4 The two Reckonings we are told of, were 
that of Balb % the 6th of September > and that 

of 
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of Windfor % the 6th of Otlober ; but, for cer- 
tain Reafons, it feems, the Queen rather reck- 
oned from the latter ; and, in a Converfation 
with Sir Charles the December following, fhe 
faid, (he had gone twelve Weeks, and was 
quick. 

* Now, Sir Charles knew it could not be in 
fo fhort a Time after the laft Reckoning, nor 
was it, for the Queen was then gone full fixteen 
Weeks ; at which Time, according to the Rule 
ef Nature in other Women, Ihe quicken'd 
With her former Children, and was ufually 
brought to Bed within three Days of full forty 
Weeks. What Reafon had fhe then to fet up 
the laft Reckoning, but that the Prince fs Anke^ 
and every one that intended to be at the La- 
bour, fhould be difappointed ; as, in that Cafe, 
they could not expeft her Majefty's coming 
♦till July ? That the laft Reckoning then was 
the falfe one, is plain ; and that the firft was 
alfo falfe, is as evident : for, had the Queen 
been really with Child, would fhe have been 
fo far from the Place intended, or fo unpre- 
•par'd ? Would fhe have been fuffer'd to be fo 
icarelefs, whereby fhe might have endanger-i 
the Life of a Prince fo much fought ? This is 
a Thing, I muft confefs, altogether monftrous ; 
befides, there was as much Likelihood that 
the 9th of June, on which the Queen went to 
St. James's, was the Day which fhe might as 
well look for to be her full Time, as the 12th 
jfollowing ? which was the exaft forty Weeks : 
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For, firft, tho* fomc Women come after Forty 
Weeks, when a Girl, yet they always prepare 
before, or againft the forty Weeks, not know- 
ing but they may come fome Days before > a* 
the Queen did. Secondly, that Women reckon 
they have gone their full Time, tho* they hap-, 
pen to come fomc Days before the forty Weeks : 
Would not any one then have prepaid againft; 
that full Time, which is a Week, at leaft, be*. 
Fore forty, and not have a confidcrable Way tor 
go, a Pallat-Bed in the next Room, unair'd* 
and no Body, not fo much as a Nurfe, Mid? 
wife, nor any of Skill about her ? Incredible 1 
Thefe Reckonings therefore were the Reckon- 
ings of the other Women, and purely calcu^ 
lated to produce a falfe Child. In fhort, there 
appears fo much Defign, fo many Confiftencies 
with a pretended Labour, and io many Incoa- 
Mencies with a true one, that I think it almoft 
impoflible for the mod infatuated to be mi A 
taken. 

c Another Dodor tells us, That her Ma* 
jefty took fuch aftringent Medicines, during 
the moft part of her being with Child, in or r 
der to avoid mifcarrying, that if fhe had not 
been with Child, they mud have been preju- 
dicial to her Health, and of dangerous Conic* 
quence > which is likewife confirm-d by their 
Majefties Apothecary : But, if they would have 
faid any Thing to the Purpofe, they (hould 
have told us, whether they faw her Majefty 
take thofe Aftringents ? If they did notj there**

feo Reafon but to think (he threw them away ; 
for (he would not hazard her Body, when the 
contrary was fo eafy ; fo that there is no more 
faid, than that Attringents were made ; and 
if any Body had feen the Queen take thenl, 
thfey would certainly have been brought to 
fccftify it. 

* Upon the whole, if you aflc, Did you fee the 
Child born ? you can have no better an Anfwef 
to it throughout the Depofitions, than this j 
viz. I faw it taken out of a Bed. If you alk 
again, Do you think it was convefd there in a 
Wattling- Ban* or otberwife ? To this not a 
Word. If you aflc further, If any faw her 
Afajefty's Milk run out plainly and perfeftly from 
her naked Nipple ? To this they anlwer, They 
ftrw the Milk wet upon her Shift. If it (hall be 
urged, that the keeping the Queen cover'd in 
Bed, was for Modefty's fake, becaufe of the 
Men * yet why was there not that freedom and 
Plainnefs to the Women, e'er the Men came in ; 
for not one of the Women, except the Mid- 
wife, lb much as faw, or felt her naked Belly ? 
T^his is what can never be palliated •, and tho* 
it fhould be objected, that it is ufually fo, yet 
thfcre is not ufually fuch Occafions of Plainnefs, 
a* Was at this Time ; and therefore, the next 
Heir not being prefenr, nor any lawfully capa- 
citated, theyoughc to have been plain to ocular 
Demon it ration.' 

So far the Author of the Full Anfwtr to the 
Depofitions \ by Which we may form a Judg- 
ment Of the Publick Incredulity at that Time. 
Certain it is, no Proof would fatisfy the Gerfe- 
• rality of the People, but feeing the Child come 
etit of the Womb : Nay, they fliew'd fo little 
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Regard to the Modefty of a Woman* or thi 
Majejiy of a Queen, that fome faid* /&* tfgty 
/* have been de/iver 9 d at Charing-Crofs ; in 
lhort, they attributed ail that was laid concern- 
ing her Milk and Delivery, to down-right 
Management y Lying, and Perjury. To fuch 
a low Ebb and Condition was the King's 
Credit reduced, by frequent Breach of Faith* 
that the Body of his Subjefts would neither 
believe what he faid himfelf, nor any of thofe* 
that fwore for him. Thus, there is a natural 
Punifliment attends thofe, who are given often 
to deceive, which is, not to be believed, when 
they them/elves deliver the moft awful Truths. 

But, to trace this Affair regularly, and ex* 
hibit to the Publick all that we find faid upon 
it, we muft now have Recourfe to the Prince 
of Orange's Declaration, wherein, ameng other 
Things, it is faid, 

c That there were great and violent ,Pr#- 
fumptions, inducing his Higbnefs to believe, 
That thofe evil Counfellors, in order to the 
gaining more Time for effedting their ill 
Defigns, had publifh'd That the Queen bad 
brought forth a Son - 9 dio* there had appear'd, 
both during the Queen's pretended Bjgnefs, 
and by the Manner, wherein the Birth was 
manag'd, fo many juft and vifible Grounds 
of Sufpicion, that not only he himfelf, but 
all the good Subjc6ts of the Kingdom, did 
vehemently fufpedt, that the pretended Prime 
of Wales was not born of the Queen ; and that 
his Highnefs would refer the Enquiry imo 
the faid Birth, and of all Things relating 
thereto, to a free and lawful Parliament/ 
King James, dill anxious to juftify the Birtk 

aftd 
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fmd gal I'd at the Prince of Orangts Imputa- 
tion of a pretended One, cook Occafion to 
complain of this Paffage, when he withdrew 
himielf the fecond time, in the Paper he left at 
Jlochejter, before he embark'd for France \ 
wherein he lays ; 

That the Prince of Orange had not only in- £ xtrm Q 
yaded his Kingdoms, bur, by his Declaration*,/™* King 
Jiad laid the greateft Afperfion upon him that JamesV 
Malice could invent. * I appeal to all that^ //#r# 

* know me, fays be ; nay, even to himielf, 

* that, in their Confciences, neither he, nor 
4 they, can believe me capable of fo unnatural 

* a VilUny, nor of fo little common Seqle, 

* to be impos'd on in a Thing of fuch a Na- 

* ture as that/ 

During the Conferences between the Lords 
and Commons, occ^fion'd by the memorable 
Vote of the Convention- Parliament ; whereby tbt An Ob- 
Tbronewas declared vacant, the receiv'd Maxim,^'** °f 
fbat the King never dies, was urged by the Peers \i p^fi 
%nd that therefore the tfbrone can never be [aid 
to be vacant. Hence they inferr'd, that fuppo- 
ling King James had abdicated, his Throne was 
actually devolv'd to his immediate Heir; of 
which the Oath of Allegiance was an incon- 
tcftable Proof ; ftnee the Per/on taking it, does 
not, thereby, bind bitnfelf more to the King, then 
reigning, than to his Heirs and Succejfors. 

To this it was anfwer'd by the Managers The Com* 
for the Commons, That c King James having monsRep^ 
1 broken that Tye, by which his Subjects were t0 tt% 

* bound to his Perfon, had thereby broken it 
c to his Pofterity : That he who fucceeds to 
■* the Right of a Perfon deceas'd, is properly 
J cali'ct Heir , for no Man can be Heir to the 

O 2 * Lruiu^ t 
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4 Living : That therefore, if King Jam** had 
- c forfeited his Right, in his Life-time, he cotikl 

* not tranfmit it to any one, at his Death. Iq 

* cafe of High Treafon, it was argued \ that 
€ the Perfon condemned forfeits his Eftate, while 
4 living ; and, being poflefs'd of none at hi* 
4 Death, his Heirs have no Pretence to any* 
4 their Right being- annihilated before it could 
c devolve to them. To this, it was faid, migh| 

* be added, that after having fhaken off tb$ 
4 Yoke of a Tyrant, it would be Madnefs tifij 
4 admit the Succeffion of an Heir, who coul$ 
4 carry a Refentment of* the Injury done to h$ 
4 Anteceflbr with him to the Throne : That if 
4 Neceffity would juftify a Nation in Oppofiri* 
4 a violent Invafion, and preventing their cn- 
f tire Ruin, the Purfuit of thofe Meafqres, 4 
4 far as their Security requir-d, muft be allows 
4 able : That they agreed, that natural Equity! 
4 and the Publick Tranquility demanded a di- 
1 reft lineal Succeffion, afr far as was confident j 
4 and it was what they wifh'd with the Lords*' 
4 but that they deny*d being abfokitely fix*<J 
4 down to it.' 

After an Anfwer like this, it was of littfa 
or no Momenr, whether the Birth of the Prince 
of Wales was fuppofitious, or not, fince, bet 
that as it will, he was declared to have imj 
Right to the Crown. Some, however, M*erq 
urgent for an Enquiry into his Birth, hot fo 
much from an Opinion, that they were bound 
to aflert his Right, if it fhould appear that 
he was born of the Queen, as befcaufe they 
thought it would juftify the Nation, and more 
particularly the Prince and the two Princeflesi 
^ an Impofture in that Matter could have beerf 
1 proved | 



prov'd ; and which would have gone far {9 
jatisfy many of the weaker Sort, as to all the 
Proceedings againft King James. Dr. Burnet 
was employed in this Affair •, but after he had 
gather'd together a Number of prefupiptiyc 
Circumftances, which, in his Opinion, prov'd 
the Impoftqre more cl^rly than plain and 
downright Evidence, which was liable to thp 
Sufpieion of Subornation ♦, there were not want- 
jug- Perfons in the mod diftinguifh'd Stations, 
Who look'd on the Proofs offer'd by the Do&or. 
againft the Birth, not fuflicient. The Queen 
po wager, the Lord Chancellor, and feveral 
^ther Lords and Ladies of both Religions, were 

g relent at the Queen's Labour* and had given 
vidence in a legal Manner, that the Prince of 
Wales was her Son : He had been folemnly acr 
j^newledg'd as fuch by the Nation, by the 
United Provinces , and even by the Prince of 
Orange ; who did not feem to doubt of it, 
*till many Months after. Thefe Confiderations 
more than over-ballanced the Dodlors Pre- 
fumptions. The Cabinet Council was of Opi- Opinion # 
liion, That the Evidences of his Legitimacy, the CM- 
publifh'd by King James* rather confirm'd, *f' ^** 
than remov'd the Sufpicions ; and, it W44 * 
iear'd, that impflrfedt Teftimonies of the Inf- An En- 
pofture, might but make it more doubtful \q»irjimf. 
However, an Enquiry into the Birth of thp theBt J** 
pretended Prince of Wales, was moved for in £T%, 
the Houfe of Lords \ but reje&ed, withlndig- Ho*fe*f 
nation. It was fa id, he was now fent out of Lords, 
England, to be bred up in France ; an Enemy, ?*'•*- 
both to the Nation, and to the Eftablifh'd Re-"*'*' 
jjigion : That it was impoffible for the People ?* /"* 
rfEnwIand to know, whether he was the fame Ria f mim 
" * Pcrfon, 
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per fori, that had been carried over, or not \ 
{hat, if he fhould die, another might be put io 
{lis Room, in fuch a Manner, that the Nation 
could not be afiur'd concerning him ; that the 
JLngliJb Nation ought not to fend into another 
Country for Witneffes to prove, that he was 
their Prince, much.lefs receive one upon the 
Teftimony of fuch, as were not only AlienSt 
hut ought to be prefum'd Enemies : That it 
was alfo fcnown, that the Midwife, and thofe 
Ladies, who were in the Secret of that Affair, 
and had depofed the mod material Circun> 
ftances of the Pregnancy and Delivery, were 
Qonvey'd away j fo that it was impoffible to 
come at them, by whofe Means only the Truth 
of that Birth could be found out. Others 
thought it was a deep Piece of Policy, and 
would be a good Security for the Nation to 
have a dormant Title lie, as it were, neglcded, 
to oblige our Princes to govern well, while 
they would apprehend the Danger of a Revolt 
%o a Pretender, ftill in their Eye. Upon all 
thefe Confiderations, no further Enquiry was 
made into the Birth. It is true, this put a 
plaufible Obje&ion into the Mouth of all King 
JameSs Party : Here, they faid, an Ipfant was 
condemned, and deny'd his Right, without cither 
Proof, or Enquiry : That it was not juft he 
fhould forfeit his Legitimacy, merely becaufe of 
fome unhappy Circumftances attending his Birth, 
namely, the Abfence of the Princefs Anne at 
Batb, and of the Lord Primate in the Tower : 
On this Foot, they faid, how hard would be 
the Cafe of thofe Children, whofe Mother, fall- 
ing fuddenly into Labour, in lonefome, or d$* 
fert Places, muft bring them into the World 

witl^ 
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without Witneffes \ Such were their Exclama- 
tions, upon the Dropping of the Enquiry. 

Our Compleat View is now drawing to a Pe- 
riod. The next Mention we find made of thik Fulle* 
Birth, is by Fuller ; who amufed the Houfe of/**^ 
Commons with his pretended Difcoveries of the c ?* cin **& 
Spurious Birth of the pretended Prince of Wales ; ' * 
but they voted him to be a notorious Impoftor t 
and refolv'd, * That an Addrefs be prefented 
< to his Majefty, to command his Atorney- 
c General to profecute the faid Impoftor ! * 
Fuller was accordingly profecuted, and fen- > 

tene'd to ft and in the Pillory ; which he fuf- 
fer'd with an audacious Unconcernednefs. 

Some Years after, he was try'd at the King's 
Bench Bar, upon an Information, for writing, 
and caufmg to be printed, a falfe, fcandalous, 
and defamatory Libel, entitled, Original Letters 
of the late King James ; and another, entitled, 
Twenty- fix Depofttions of Perfons of Quality and 
Worth 5 with Letters of the late Queen, Father 
Corker, and Mrs Mary Grey iPubUftfi by 
Command. Being afked, by whofe Command? 
He faid, It was by his own Command. HcPUUHeJ 
was found guilty, and condemned to ftand three *&**** 
times in the Pillory ; to be afterwards fent to 
the Houfe of Correction, there to be whipp'd, 
and kept to hard Labour, 'till the 24th of Oc- 
tober following ; to pay a Fine of 1000 Marks* 
and to remain in Prifon 'till paid : Which Sen- 
tence was executed upon him accordingly. 

Thus ends our Complete View 5 and we flat- 
ter ourfelves, that the Publick will think we 
have fufficiently made good the Title. It is 
furprizing, amidft fuch Variety of Opinions, 

Con- 
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Cbnjt&ures, and Remarks, that this Birth* 
noc A'uhliandlng, ihou.d full remain in Uncer- 
tainly •, and probabiy ic will long remain fo ; 
for, to fatisfy ti^fr, who only leek the Truth, 
a more peifc£t Knowledge mail be had of many 
CircumiL.inces, which, as yet, lie conceal'd. 

We Ihall avoid, therefore, fwclling the fore- 
going,- by offering any Opinion of our own 
concerning the Birth ; nor fhall we make any 
Oblervations fuithcr than what will juit ferve tof 
lead us to a proper Conclufion. 
ttutUfan * c * m P orts but little, we apprehend, whether 
" the Birth be [various^ or not ; for tho* it was 
argu'd by the E..rl of Nottingham in the Con- 
ferences between the two Houfes, lhat no At- 
tainder of the Heir of the Crown cf England 
could bar the Succef)ion to the "Throne^ as it did 
the Defcent to any common Per/on ; yet, as the 
Body of the Nation and the Parliament thought 
other wife afterwards, and feveral fubfequent 
A£ts, relating to the Pretender, feem to con- 
firm the Proceedings of that Time* that noble 
Lord's Opinion cannot be fuppos'd to have 
any Weight. If the Nation has the Power of 
a Transfer lodg'd in them, in Cafes of Extre- 
mity, as it certainly has, then, if there are any 
who may happen to think with his Lordihip, 
it is hoped, upon better Confideration, they 
will find Reafon to alter their Notions ; and, 
for fuch 5 whofe Infatuations are dangerous to 
themfelves and Families* by a wild Attachment 
to the Interefts of a Pretender* they cannot but 
find their Account in reflecting, that they are 
madly and wickedly efpoufing a dubious TitUi 
in direft Violation of the Laws of the Land.
